Statistics show that one out of 
every ten women develops breast 
cancer. 

Terry Harris was one of those 
women. 

Last Novemto. the 40-year- 
old Crestar Bank branch office 
received the shocking news. Aflter 
her annual mammogram, Harris' 
doctor phoned to tell her a biopsy 
was needed. Tissue samples were 
removed and sent to a tab, but no 
cancer cdls were found. When the 



tissues wwe reexamined, how- 
ever, the cancer was {Hesent 

On Dec. 19, Harris was told 
she had to have a mastectomy. 

"I didn't tell a soul," the 
Chesopeian Cotony resident said. 

Hairis was just one of the 
more than 400 Virginia Beach 
women who were diagnosed with 
breast cancer last year. The num- 
ba of diagnosed cases has in- 
creased one percent since the 
1970s because of early detection, 
according to Colleen Lucas, 
American Cancer Society (ACS). 
Virginia Beach Unit, area repre- 
sentative. 

Lucas said diat breast cancer is 
the second major cause of death 
in women; 33 Virginia Beach 
women dieid last year of the dis- 



ease. To prevent the numbers 
from rising, Lucas said, the ACS 
recommends monthly self- 
examinations for womra 20 and 
older. A mammogram is the 



the cancer was quite a surprise. 

Tlie ACS sugge^ that women 
over SO have a mammogram ev- 
ery year ; women 35 to 39 should 
have a yearly baseline mammo- 
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most effective way to detect can- 
cer, she said. 

"It's so important for women 
to have a mammogram. They 
have a 90 percent survival rate," 
she said. 

Harris said she had mammo- 
(^rams "religjously" each year, so 



giam; women 40 to 49 should 
have a mammogram every one to 
two years; a women aged 20 to 
40 should have a professional 
physical examination of their 
breasts every three years and 
women ov«r 40 should have one 
every year. 



Many women, Lik»s said, who 
are diagnosed with breast cancer, 
have a lumpectomy instead of a 
mastectomy. During a lumpec- 
tomy, only the cancer lump is 
removed, where during a mastec- 
tomy, the entire breast is re- 
moved. In Harris' case, a 
lumpectomy could not be per- 
formed because there was no 
himp; the cancer had spread. 

After Harris received die 
alarming news, she said, she vis- 
ited friends and family in Rich- 
mond and "spent the whole 
weekend crying." 

When she returned, Harris saw 
anothn doctw for a second opin- 
ion and had a reconstruction 
consultation. 

Harris' surgery took place on 
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Feb. 1. 

"Wtoi I wtdce up after surgery, 
I had a mound there, not a total

In the mid-1980s, the AIDS cri- 
sis caused the message of safe sex 
to ring out across the country. 

But, (tespite the warnings, more 
than 1,000 Virginia Beach teoiage 
giris became pregnant each year. 

The good news is that those 
young women who choose to carry 
the baby to full term can still com- 
plete their schooling, insusad of 
drc^iflgouL -B*^-. 

The Thalia Center fbr Teenage 
Girls, located on the grouds of 
Princess Anne High School, is 
currently educating 30 pregnant ju- 
nior high and high school-aged 
teens. The school, according to Dr. 
Burletine Karlen. assistant director 
of the school system's pupil per- 
sonnel services, implements ser- 
vices to female students who are 
parents or who are about to become 
parents. (Requests to interview 
some of the girls were^devied.) 

"They continue with courses that 
the guidance counselor at their 
regular school has set up with them 
so they'll receive credits to gradu- 
ate." she said. 

The school qwned in 1^73 with 
three teachers, and 46 students who 
were taught while sitting around 
card tables in an old church room. 
A sister center opened soon after at 
the Ml Olive Baptist Church to 
serve pregnant teens at the Ocean- 
front 

During the 1986-87 schod year, 
the two centers consolidated and 
enrollment increased, Karlen said 

The center's students receive daily 



transportation, if desired. The stu- 
dents do not have to attend Princess 
Anne High School to enroll, Karlen 
said; they can attend any school in 
Virginia Beach. 

"It offers them schooling other 
than their regular high school. 
Some would prefer it, due to teas- 
ing or other reasons." she said. 

Teens who discover that they are 
pregnant can enroll at the center 
through their regular school's guid- 
ance counselor. All that's required is 
that they fill out an applKation and 
a medical form. 

The girls are assigned classes just 
like the ones at tbair home school.

They take more than one subject 
and have a daily schedule. The 
classes are housed in the cento's 
seven potables. Classes, taught by 
eleven teachers, begin at 7:20 a.m.

"Most come to us because they 
feel more comfortable around otho' 
girls in their situation and not in a 
regutar schod," saki Karioi. 

Many of the colter's students, 
(Nie-third to be exact, are also pa- 
tients at the city's Healdi Depart- 
ment, according to Angela Savage, 
Health Dqnrtment nurse manager. 

Up until last year, the health de- 
partment provided a public health 
nurse to the center fen- four hours a 
week.

nurse's sendees were reduced. 

"She provided information and 
referral sources for students. If th^ 
had any health inroblems, die nune 
would help them and provide 
education as far as pregnaopy Mff 
chikl care," Savage said. 

In 1988, 584 teenagers gmre 
birth; 635 had induced abcmions; 
and 35 had natural fetal deadis, or 
miscarriages. Savage said. 

"More of our teenage women in 
Virginia Beach are having abortions 
than are carrying pregnancies to 
term," she said. 'That's been our 
trend for a kmg time." 

Savage said many yming girls 

have abortions because tne services 
are readily available and the girls 
can afford iL 



But, die girls at die Thalia Cen- 
ter are some of die few who decide 
to keep dieir baUes. The girls must 
stay at the center for six weeks after 
die lNd)y is bom, unless extenuat- 
kg circumstances prevent then) 
'mm doing so. If a suideat is en- 
rolled at the ceitter at die dme of 
graduation, she will receive a 
dq)kHna from her regular school. 

"It allows diem die opportunity 
to stay in school. It's an opdon for 
gals to not be in a public setting, 
(X dieir regular school," said Sav- 
age. "It serves a real wordiwhile 
purpose of altowing young women 
to get dieir educatk>n." 

"We're proud of our program," 
said Karlen. "We feel like we're 
providing great education."

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old. 300-member, non-par- 
tisan organization that monitors city 
government. 

At an evening workstuq) held by 
the Planning Commission on Tues- 
day. Oct 30. the topk; of discussirai 
was the moving of the Green Line. 

Establishedsome lOyearsago.the 
purpose of the Green Line was to 
limit the extent of development and 
the cost to the city of providing the 
roads, schools, water lines, sewo^ 
and oth" infrastructure needs, if 
develop nsnt was allowed below the 
line. Cn- •■ backlog of essential infra- 
structure needs north of the Green 
Line is still well over $1 bilUori. in 
spite of a massive multi-million dol- 
lar construction program over the past four years trying to catch up!) It has also 
protected the farming community from the disrupting effects of urban growth. 
Aerial spraying with pesticides does not sit well with homeownra^ in housing 
developments. 

The line runs northward from the border with Chesapeake along the 
boundary, between Kempsville and Princess Anne boroughs, to Princess Anne 
Road. It then trends in a southeasterly direction along Princess Anne Road, 
turning at the courthouse to an easterly direction as it continues to the juncture 
of Princess Anne and Sandbridge Roads. It then proceeds eastward along Sand- 
bridge Road to Sandbridge. 

Apparently inspired by a desire by some members of the Planning Commis- 
sion to r^nove this obstacle from the approval of a rezoning request by Lake 
Ridge Associates of a large tract of property along Princess Anne Road south 
of the Green Line, Mr. Robert Scott director of the Department of Planning, 
made a presentation explaining that the Green Line should not be moved until 
such time as the city has been able to catch up with the infrastructure needs north 
of the Green Line. This will not be accomplished for many years. 

He pointed out howevo-, that the proposed 10-year Capital Improvement 
Plan now being considered by Gty Council would provide the infhistructure 
needs along Princess Anne R(Mui in a few years. Based on this fact he suggested 
that possibly a transitional zone could be created based on three conditions that 
would have to be met These three conditions would be: 

1. That moving the Gtcca Line to exclude this transitional zone would not 
add any costs to the city for infrastructure ne^ in the area. This would have 
to include that there would be no significant impact on other areas of the city, 
such a heavy increase in traffic at say the intersection of Independence and 
Princess Anne Roads. 

2. That there has to be a need for a change; basically that it would have to be 
advantageous to the city. 

3. That development would have to meet cextmn architectural and develop- 
ment standards guaranteed by conditional zoning through proffers by the 
developers. 

These conditions would limit the area, that could be considered as transi- 
tional, to a triangular area bounded roughly by the existing line and new line 
running from the bender with Ches^)eake eastward along Indian River Road 
and then north and east atong North Landing Road to its juncture with Princess 
Anne Road at the courthouse. This triangle would encompass the Lake Ridge 
Associates propoties now being considoed for rezoning. 

Since only this area below the Green Line could possibly meet the three 
conditions established, it could be assumed that there would be no danger that 
additional property owners could also demand that the Green Line be moved 
south of their propoties. It would appear that this assumption is questionable. 
If taken to court, would the court decide that the conditions are reasonable or 
would it conclude that the conditions are only a ploy to favor a certain 
development as this seems to be at fust glance? 

If it did, the Gieen Line would disappear completely and the impact on the 
city's finances would be disastrous. Can the city take this chance? 



Tragedies Of Hunting

The first shots of the annual hunt- 
ing season have ben fired, both in the 
field and in the court of public opin- 
ion. ^ 

Evoy year, hunters pit their skills 
against the wily denizens of the wild 
kingdom, risking life and property 
while stalking rabbits, deer and game birds. With increasing frequency, these 
same hunters find themselves having to face much more dangerous fbes, the 
non-hunting public who have become increasingly ferocious in their attacks.

The recent acquittal of the hunter in Maine who accidentally shot and killed 
a young mother of two white she was standing in her farmyard will serve to 
be the rallying point for both factions this hunting season. According to news 
reports, some members of the pro-hunting group suggested that the victim was 
in part re^nsible for her own death, because she was wearing white mittens 

that bore a deadly resemblance to the white tail of a dcCT, die hunter's intended 
quarry. 

This death and all the other annual hunting deaths are made all the more 
sorrowful by the fiact that they are most often the result of "mistaken 
identities." How much more tragic these deaths seem because the one making 
the mistake is involved in an activity that is neither necessary for his 
sustenance nor for protection of life. 

At a time when more peopte are seeking the "safety" of suburbia and the 
country to esa^se cities, whkh arc increasingly becoming armed camps, it is 
disturbing to find that we are ^parentiy caught in a crossfu^e. On the one hand, 
we have a criminal clement without regard for human life, and on the otho-, 
a segment of soci^ intent on the ego gratification hunting offers. 

Unlike the criminal segment who are far beyond remorse for their actions 
and whMe lack of ccmipassion for their fellow man is generally accepted, we 
^ould expect more from those who belong to the latter group. For that 
segment which is constanUy under attack from their opponents, an inference 
that the untimely loss of a human life is somehow excusable in the pureuit of 
another individual's "right" to hunt does littte to mustw support for its cause. 

Hunters and anti-gun control groups have long been vocal in Uieir opposi- 
tion to measures luniting their "rights," ba»id on the presumption that "guns 
do not km people, people kiU peopte." But in this most recent tragedy, it was 
the gun and the victim that were hdd responsible by these same groups. 

As an indivkiual and a fwent who enjoys the woodlands and shares tfiem 
with hunters, I un COTCcmed about this attitude. While I (to not hunt, I do not 
(*ject to those who do; but I do object to being endangsed by individuals that 
show neidwr a req)ect for my rights to share tiiose woodlands nor an awareness 

of the dmger thatagun poses 10 die innocent when in the hands of the careless 
We simply can not allow this cavalier attitude to take hold among hunters 
If tfKwe interested in protecting their hunting md gun rights do not police their 
own, thra they mua be willing to let others less sympathetic to their interests

willingness to police their own and, in doing so. tessen the human carnage that 
has come lo be a^ociated with their annual hunting fcsays.

Committee On Reapportionment 



In May of this year, I appointed an 11 -member citizens' committee to 
review the present system of electing the City Council. This was done in 
anticipation of the 1990 census results, and also, dissatisfaction voiced to 
me and others on the present election method. 

Beginning in late June and continuing through Septemba, the commit- 
tee met weekly to evaluate the present election system and to consider po- 
tential reform. All meetings were open to the public and the committee 
invited public comment at two public hearings. As a result of the public 
hearings and other deliberations of the committee, the attention of the 
committee was narrowed to two basic questions. One, does the present 
system of electing council provide effective representation? And two, what 
should be the size of council? 

The committee decided that the ideal system would satisfy the principle 
of one-person, one-vote, should not discriminate against or dilute the vot-

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Budget Crisis Affects Education

We've been hearing a lot lately about the budget crisis in the federal and 
state governments. Most folks tend to listen to as much of the doom and 
gloom as they are able, and figure their taxes will inevitaUy go up and the 
rich will continue to get richer. Those of us in education have different 
fears. Rather than being just headlines in the morning papers, budget 
shortfalls meant that we'll have to try even harder to provide our children 
with a quality education. The federal share of the education pie has shrunk 
from 9.3 percent in 1980 to S.S percent in 1988. while the state share 
hovers at 36 percent. This, of course, means that a larger share of the bur- 
den must come from the locality. 

Groups of Virginia Education Association (V£A) leaders throughout the 
state have recently met with James Dyke, secretary of education, in re-

Saluting America's Veterans 



Veterans Day holds special significance this year. Although our nation 
is not at war. members of our Armed Forces are dq)loyed in a situation 
fraught with combat potential. This is a day to commemorate the courage 
and patriotism of all of the men and women who have served honorably in 
the United States Armed Forces. 

The "War to End Wars." World War I, ended on the 1 1th hour of the 1 1 
month in 1918. The following year, Nov. 11 was proclaimed Armistice 
Day by President Woodrow Wilwn to remind Americans of the tragedies of 
war. In 1954. Congress rqjlaced Armistice Day with Veterans Day to 
honor all American veterans. 

From 1971 to 1977, Veterans Day was moved to the fourth Monday of 
October under the Monday Holiday Bill. However, veterans and veteran's 
groups were outraged and Congress eventually restored Vetoans Day to its 
traditional date.

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rights commission. 

To make the choice of the Fel- 
lowship Committee more palatable 
to the opposition. Council inserted 
a line in the resolution saying that 
the group would be appointed by 
City Council and set a June 30 
deadline for the information to be 
submitted to Council. The 
committee will advise Council only 
on whether the city should have a 
human rights commission. Coun- 
cilman Harold Heischober ex- 
plained. The details would come 
later. 

Minns said that he was not pre- 
pared to deal with the second op- 
tion. He said he was caught by sur- 
prise Minns as president of the 
Virginia Beach chapter of the 
NAACP on Sept. 23 had asked 
Council to endorse the concept of a 
human rights commission. He said 
that he was interested in, not a fel- 
lowship committee, but a human 
rights commission adopted by law. 
He said it "hurts my heart to be . . . 
in a comer like this." 

He said Tuesday he was caught 
by surprise by the second option 
and was not prepared to deal with it. 

He said "Somebody in a back 
room got the second option." He 
said that all he had asked for was 
the appointment by Council of an 
ad hoc committee to study the is- 
sue. "We've got fellowship in our 
city." He said he realized that it 
would take time, about six to eight 
months, to come up with a pro- 
posal. 

"You don't think the Fellowship 
Committee can do it?" asked 
Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne. 
Minns said that he wanted the gov- 
ernment to do the job. 

Lanteigne said that he didn't see 
any difference in the outcome. 

Minns said, "I asked for an apple. 
You say yes or no to an apple." 
There may be more than one way to 
do things," suggested Lanteigne. 



The Rev. John Jordan, pastor the 
Galilee Episcopal Church, in an 
impassioned plea supported the es- 
tablishment of a Human Rights 
Commission to give people who 
need help a place to go, and sup- 
ported Minns, saying that the Fel- 
lowship Committee has no power. 

Brenda McCormick, of Mothers, 
Inc. said that when she saw the re- 
ports the commission, she thought 
it would be rubber stamped. Now, 
the Council was considering turn- 
ing down an option with teeth for 
one with no teeth at all. Of the 
Fellowship Committee, which is 
spearheaded by an interfaith group 
of church and synagogue leaders, 
she said, "Pastors sit behind their 
pulpits and desks. We're not talking 
just about black people, but about 
the poor, the homeless, the handi- 
capped, the aged. If we have noth- 
ing to hide . . . why are we afraid of 
the human rights commission?" 

She said that she perceived a 
"backroom deal here. You're in a lot 
more trouble than you think you 
are . . . You're only sending one 
more message that you don't care." 

When he first arrived in the city 
more than 20 years ago. Jordan 
said, he learned to his frustration 
there was no place to for the people 
to go for help. "If I didn't know 
where to go, where arc they going 
to go?" he said of the African- 
American people who needed help. 
He said that he saw the worst living 
conditions he ever saw anywhere. 
He learned that one substandard 
house occupied by African-Ameri- 
cans was owned by a commissioned 
officer in the Police Force of Vir- 
ginia Beach who had gotten the 
house from a man known as the 
'nag man.' 
^^ ThCTC wasn't anyplace they could 
go, he said; the police owned the 
house and, on another issue, the 
schools did not play fair. 

J(Hdan said, "I have b^ the hu- 



man rights commission and I'm 
tired and I'm not a black. My God, 
if I were a black, what would 1 
feel!" 

He said that the State, which has 
a Human Rights Council, does not 
have the ability to deal with every 
need. He said the city can do the job 
more efficiently. 

Supporting Uie option which was 
later adopted were three members of 
the Fellowship committee - The 
Rev. William Dale, pastor of the 
Church of the Ascension; Rabbi 
David Abrams, of the Temple 
Emanuel, and the Rev. Thomas 
Murphy, pastor of the Virginia 
Be3ch United Methodist Church. 

Father Dale said that the 
committee had suspended it activi- 
ties pending the outcome of the 
Council action. 

The option endorsed by Council 
was requested by Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf and Councilman Harold 
Heischober. Heischober explained 
that the option was placed on ihe 
table as a compromise. "This is not 
a conspiracy by the mayor and my- 
self," he said. They each requested 
the option separately. "When we 
looked at the original resolution, 
we had the same objections. If any- 
thing, we have given a lifeline to 
the human rights committee." Dur- 
ing a lengthy discussion of the is- 
sue two weeks ago. Council mem- 
bers were not especially supportive 
of establishing a commission be- 
cause of the uncertainty about the 
need and because of the possible 
half million dollar cost. 

Heischober said that the people 
on the Fellowship Committee have 
proved in tlK past that they can do 
the^b. 

He reminded the speakers that he 
was the one who had asked the city - 
attorney to make a presentation on 
the make-up and costs of human 
rights commission in the state and 
elsewhere. He said that "with op- 
ti(m you may be defeated. Init with

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she is not sitting "up here as 
not in favor of human rights." that 
she was not aware of the problems 
Jordan presented. She said that Jor- 
dan's stories were disconcming, but, 
"I don't think it's fair to say this 
city has ignored human rights." She 
pointed out. in reference to the 
backroom dealing. "I and Mr. 
Heischobo- are unlikely all^s." She 



said she was not dodging the ball, 
but was ttying to go about it in a 
responsible manner. 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
Jr., who supported the establish- 
ment of a human rights commis- 
sion, said that he had understood 
that the Council would appoint a 
committee. He objected that the 
resolution (option II) as presented 
was too open-ended. It set no dates 
and the FeUowship Committee had 
no authority. He said that the 
Council was re^nsible for giving 



the committee some guidelines. He 
said he, too, was surprised by the 
second option when he had under- 
stood an ad hoc commiuee had hcea 
implied. 

Council met his objections by 
placing the deadline on the work of 
the committee, having the Council 
formally appoint the Commiuee 
and getting the names of all com- 
mittee members. Father Dale said 
that 12 membos comprise Fellow- 
ship Committee now. 



City To Adopt Capital Improvement Program 



In less than two weeks City 
Council will adopt a Ci4)ital Im- 
provement Program which includes 
projects which may never get on, 
let alone off, the drawing board. 

The uncertain state of the econ- 
omy has forced council and staff to 
recognize the fact that anticipated 
revenues during the five-year life of 
the CIP may not be enough to carry 
out the plan, even with the cost- 
cutting devices that were recently 
incorporated by City Manager 
Aul»ey V. Watts, Jr. 

In fact Councilman Louis R. 
Jones Tuesday at a workshop sub- 
mitted a resolution which he asked 
council to consider when the CIP is 
presented for adoption on Nov. 20 
that directs the city manager to give 
qufflterly reports on how the money 
is holding up. 

The resolution requires Watts to 
make quarterly repeats after the de- 
sign phase of CIP pwojects, giving 
financial costs "to determine 
whether we have the funds to go 
on." Jones said that he would not 
{vc^se taking out |»t)jects but to 
(Ntxeed with caution. He said that 
couiKil should have a financial in- 
ftttnation on costs before proceed- 
ing instead of signing a blank 
check. 



That was after Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker said that she was still 
not satisfied with the budget, citing 
programs in Sandbridge, as well as 
the impact of the school system's 
new curriculum program on the 
city's school building needs. She 
said that the new curriculum re- 
quires more individualized attention 
which requires more classrooms and 
found it hard to reconcile the 
School Board's building program 
with what will be needed. 

May(H' Meyera Obemdorf said 
that during a recession, people will 
find it difficult to vote for the 
school bond issxxs that are already 
on the budget 

Councilman Rdbeti W. Clybum 
said that with a new high school at 
Tallwood and a new middle school 
at Landstown, "We'll have space 
unless something out of the ordi- 
nary Jakes place." He said that the 
school sy^em had 2,000 moe new 
sbidents this year than had been ex- 
pected, but that he thought that this 
couldn't continiw with the military 
leaving the vea for the Persian 
Gulf. 

Council decided to ask tte school 
system for mme information, al- 
though ^me members seemed to 
think thtt the achools had no naore 



information than previously. 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
Jr. pointed out that Ihe city is not 
in the same position as it was in 
other years, when the budget of re- 
quested by the School Board was 
funded 100 percent 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
asked the manager also to prepare a 
list of projects on which the city is 
already blocked in and must con- 
tinue. As fcx' any projects below the 
Green Line, he said that he did not 
see an increase in the action there is 
the near future. 

If revenues projected are not md- 
ized for the first year projects, sakl 
Councilman Harold Heischober, the 
projects listed fw the last four years 
of the budget are going to have to 
be suspect. 

In the doom-saying mode of the 
session, Mayv Mey«a Obui)d(»f 
said that figures may be worse than 
anticipated, as £ar as state support is 
conconed. Ste said that ftinding for 
museums and cultural projects has 
already been cut 2S pocent by the 
state for this ^ar, nd in the stale's 
upc(Nning bud^ no fiwds in this 
cate^xy wiD be provided at all.

They can only 
voice their hopes about what will 
happen next and what the final 
outcome of this crisis will be. 

"I would like to see this crisis 
resolved diplomatically if possi- 
ble. But like so many other 
times, the action of an aggressor 
must be met with equal force. It's 
sad fact to mark yet another 
chapter in the evolution of our 
world. I would just prefer to be 
with my family." said the mental 
technician, based at Langley Air 
Force Base.

Tree Planning Help In Aragona

AS representatives of Virginia 
F^wer Comiany. Sam Vaughn and 
Jerry Smith are well aware that tree 
limbs and utility lines, particularly 
power lines, can be a troublesome, 
evo) lethal, combination. 

Smith and Vaughn recently 
brought a slide presentation and in- 
formaticHi aimed at avoiding faulty 
placement of trees to Aragona Gar- 
dsR Club. 

When planting under or near 
utility lines, they said, trees should 
have an expected mature height of 
20 feet or less. Trees which will 
attain a height of over 20 feet but 
not more than 40 feet should be 
planted 20 feet from the ground 
point beneath utility lines. Do you 
plan to plant trees that could reach 
41 to 50 feet? If so, ncrease the 
distance from the ground point be- 
neath the line to 25 feet. Planting a 
tree with a mature height in excess 
of 50 feet? Increase that distance to 
35 feet. 

Sensible precautions, these, to 
protect against line damage, and to 
avoid the unsighdy half-moon or 
Y-trim that is sometimes necessary 
to keq> limbs out of power or other 
utility lines. 

Where wires are underground. 



trees ^ould not be pGEinted in the 
right-of-way easement. Bear in 
mind, also, that root systems spread 
to reach well outside the crown size 
of the trees. 

Keep in mind, when planting 
vines, that they will have to be 
trimmed back if they decided to 
twist their way up utility poles. 
Linemen have to be able to seat 
their hooks into the poles to safely 
access and correct problems should 
they arise. 

Among smaller trees recom- 
mended for landscaping the home 
garden were Jifianese dogwood, star 
magnolia mid Russian olive, all of 
which reach a mature height of 15- 
to 20-feet. Saucer magnolia and 
flowering crabiq>ple, both of which 

may reach 25-feet, were recom- 
mended, as were cr^ myrtles (25- 
to 30-feet). and flowering dogwood. 
which reaches a height of possibly 
35-feet. Golden rain is a good 
choice in the 30- to 35-foot range, 
while American holly, with its 
lovely display of berries, fits the 
bill in the 35- to 45-foot range. 

Poplars, pines, silk trees and sU- 
ver maples, said Smith and 
Vaughn, are not recommended. 
Surprisingly, Bradford pear, which 
has proliferated in median strips in 
recent years, is no longer recom- 
moided.

The Virginia Beach Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau reminds citizens that 
outdoor burning, other than cook- 
ing, is banned in Virginia Beach. 

Leaves and other yard debris must 
be disposed using alternate meth- 
ods. Leaves can be shredded into 
mulch and spread around plants and 
shrubs. This disposes of the leaves 
and provides fertilizer for plants 
when the leaves detericxate. 

A compost pile created with 
leaves picked up in lawnmowc 



bags is another effective means of 
disposal. After being shredded by 
die lawnmower, the leaves break 
down faster. A brochure on creating 
a compost pile is available from the 
Virginia Cooperative Extension 
Service by calling 4274769. 

If residents can not shred or com- 
post, place leaves into plastic bags 
and set Uiem out on regular collec- 
tion day. There is a 25-bag limit 
per collection day. 



By shredding and mulching, citi- 
zens will help limit the number of 
unnecessary fire responses made by 
the fire department, keep the air 
cleaner, and reduce unnecessary 
landfill deposits. .

liarvest tableau to the sides of a 
kitchen island; and a reef design 
complete with colcffful fish, for a 
shower stall. 

Some people carry their 
custom mural several steps 
further and order specially 
painted edge tiles to frame their 
"vieyfrs." A good example is the 
celebrity cook, who ordered 
countertop tiles with an ivy 
motif to complement the rose

When selecting Venetian 
blinds and window treatments, 
several factors should be consid- 
ered: solar reflectivity, closure, 
insulation qualities, how the 
blind will fit the window and air 
circulation within the room.

Whereas: World Food Day, an event which began as an annual cele- 
bration of the founding of Uie Food and Agricultural Organization of the 
United Nations and has since evolved into a day to focus on food relief 
and economic development for those in need;

Hiis would naturally be a system that 
would promote more effective decision-making by City Council members. 

TTie committee presented its final report to the City Council in Septem- 
ber. The principle recommendations of this report were as follows: 

On Uie question of wheUier the present system produces effective repre- 
sentation, the committee believes Uiat the current method does not ensure 
full and fair representation for all citizens of Virginia Beach. This is pri- 
marily because of the great disparity between the number of citizens in the 
various boroughs. This disparity is best shown by the fact Uiat the esti- 
mated population for the Blackwater Borough in 1990 is approximately 
1,035 persons. Whereas die 1990 population for the Kempsville Borough 
is expected to be 145,000 persons. Therefore, the committee recommended 
that the present system be replaced by a mix of ward or election districl/at- 
large system in which seven council members would be elected by the 
voters of seven equally populated election districts, with each member be- 
ing required to reside in the chosen election district, and three council 
members would be elected at large wiUiout regard to their residencies. The 
mayor would continue to be elected direcUy. The committee found no 
pressing need either to reduce or increase the present size of the City 
Council. 

The wmmitiee was not lacking in its consideration of the origins of the 
{Kesent system. Indeed, the Supreme Court of Uie United States upheld the 
current system shorUy after the city's merger took place. However, the 
court in its decision said that because of the unique role that agriculture 
played in Uie economy and the social fabric of Uie city, there was need to 
allow special representation for that area of the city where agriculture was 
centered. However, Uie court did say Uiat after an unq)ecified amount of 
time the i^ue should be revisited. Obvimisly, with the city's population 
growing from approximately 85,000 to nearly 400,000 since the merger, 
the liim has come to reexamine and change the method in which we ela:t 
c<Mincil member. FurUiomore, the committM Uiought Uiat many »Jvan- 
tag^ that the mixaJ elccting/district/at large system would raider were very 
attrm;tive among ti^mselves. The council members elated by district 
would be imve dir^Uy acccHintable to consUtMnts of their respective dis- 
uicts Uum Uie b(u-ough council members are under Uie current system. 



Also, Uie possibility of Uie councilmanic candidate carrying Uie vote in 
his/her election district and yet be defeated by Uie citywide vote would be 
eliminated. FurUiermore, it is hoped Uiat cost of campaigning for district 
seats will be lower Uien Uie cost of a citywide campaign. Door to door 
campaigning and effective candidate debates would be facilitated giving 
people a better opportunity to know Uieir representatives. 

Finally, the committee's plans for implementation. Specifically, Uie 
committee felt Uiat a change to U»e new election system should take place 
as soon as jractical. The committee proposed Uiat die u^sition to Uie new 
mixed election district/at large election system begin in 1992 and Uie new 
election districts be implemented in Uie 1994 councilmanic elections. To 
accranplish Uiis and maintain the system of staggwed terms, Uie committee 
prqx}sed the following conversion plan: 

• All current members of council would serve out Uie terms for which 
they wCTc dected. 

• In 1992, council members ftom Blackwater, Princess Anne and Vir- 
ginia Beach boroughs will be elected for two-year terms under the old elec- 
tion system and one at large seat ami Uie mayor would be elected for a four- 
year loin. 

• In 1996, Uie mayor and Uiree at large council members would be 
elected to four-year temis. 

Thus under the committee's proposal, Uie mayor and three at large coun- 
cilors would eventually be elected in one election for four years and Uie 
seven borough councilors would be elected in Uie next election for four 
years. 

AlUiough much of Uie opposition to Uie plan comes from Uiose would 
seek to keep Uie status quo, I believe it is wise for Uie city to pursue Uie 
plan. Ideally, Uie 1991 General Assembly sessitm. which would meet be- 
ginning in January, would pass enabling legislation so Uiat when candi- 
dates run for Uie 1992 councilmanic ctections we a)uld have started Uie 
conversion as ixxqx>sed by Uie committee. However, at Uiis time, Uiere 
does iK)t seem enough support for Uie proposal on City Council even to 
pursue a public hearing to get citizen input into Uiis proposed change.

Who are diese veterans we honor? Recourse to Uie unatmdged Webster's 
discloses a raUier long definition of "veteran," the essence of which is "a 
petscm with long experience in military service; an old soldier, cs a fonner 
member of armed forces who by length and type of service, homvabte dis- 
charge or rdease, or degree of disablement qiiialifies under a statute (as of 
Uie U.S. or one of Uie stales) fw benefits or privileges provided by law fOT 
ex-servic«nen." 

The posons we honor on Veterans Day are diose serviconen and women 
who served with honor. Honorable service includes Medal of Honor win- 
ners, wounded vetnans, combatant or non-combatant veterans, as wdl as 
medically discharged veterans who served a requisite poiod. 

Not everyone who put on a uniform is a veteran. We do not hontv ex- 
servicemen who, because of court martial conviction, woe sqMrated fipom 
Uie service for cause. Those wiUi bad conduct discharges ot dishonorable 
discharges are not veterans within any reasonable concq)t of the word. 
Their record dishonors Uie nation as weU as their (omKr comrades. 

Veterans have banded together into many types of groups to maintain 
bonds of friendship and relieve service days. Although chiefly patriotic and 
social in purpose, veterans' organizations, Uuoughout our nation's history, 
have supported our laws and our govoronent, provided care for widov^ and 
Uie chUdren of deceased veterans, conducted memorial services and cared for 
Uie graves of veterans. In addition, many of Uiese groups have used their 
political influence to obtain legislation to benefit veterans, such as pen- 
sions, education and care for disabled veterans. 

The first such group in America was Uie Society of Uie Cincinnati, pro- 
posed by Major General Henry Knox at Uie close of Uie Revolutionary 
War. In 1783, George Washington became its fu^t president Membership 
in Uiis society was limited to Uie officers of Uie Continental Army and 
Uieir male descendants. 

Smaller veterans' groups were formed after Uie War of 1812 and the 
Mexican War. In 1866, after the Civil War, the Grand Army of the 
Republic organized veterans of Uie Union Army. The GAR wielded 

tremendous political power in the north. The United Confederate Vetnans 
formed a less powerful organization in the south. 

The first veterans of foreign military campaigns was organized aftn the 
Spanish-Am^can War in 1898. By 1913, Uiree groups of veterans of tor- 
eign wars banded togeUio- to form the Vetoans of Foreign Wars. The VFW 
was chartered by Congress in 1936 as a fraternal, patriotic, historical and 
ediKational association. 

In 1919, following World War I, Uie Military Order of World Wars 
(MOWW) was founded for commissioned and chief warrant officers who 
have saved honorably in the Arined Forces of the United States. Mdnbers 
believe "it is nobla to serve than be saved." 

The MOWW will conduct a wreath-laying ceremony on Nov. 11 at 3 
p.m. at Uie site of the KenneUi Nider Mem<mal, just inside Gate 4, Naval 
Amphibious Base, LitUe Credc, to honor all dqxarted veterans. Ilie public 
is welcome. 

The Disabled American Veterans (DAV) was established in 1920. Al- 
most a decade lata- in 1929, The Retired Officos Association (TROA) was 
organized. It has become a lobbying group fot^. veterans as weU as provid- 
ing oUier services. 

The American Veterans of World War II (AMVETS) was formed in 
1944. It now includes veterans of Korea and Vietnam. Many oUier groups 
have been organized through the years for the individual services. P^h^ 
the most recent of all of Uiese veterans' groups in our area is the Vietnam 
Veterans of Tidewater. 

On Nov. 1 1 , let's salute our veterans in appreciation of the sacrifices and 
service Uiey have rendered, and let's also remember our troops on active 
duty defending freedom Uiroughout Uie world.

exactly known what causes Ixeast 
cancer, although there is a link- 
age to a high fat diets and caf- 
feine.

Some symptoms of breast 
cancer, Lucas said, are a lump or 
thickening in the breast of under 
the arm; change in the size of 
shape of the breast; discharge 
from the nipple; and a change in 
color or feel of the skin. Pain is 
usually not an early warning 
sign, but a woman should see a 
doctor if any changes occur. 

Harris said she experienced 
very little pain during the opera- 
tion. Having an open relationship 
with her doctor helped things go 
a little more smoothly, she added. 

"I've always kept a positive 
attitude about this," Harris said. 

Although she pulled through 
the operation without a hitch, 
Harris still chose to attend a 
mastectomy support group at 
Virginia Beach General Hospital. 
The meetings are held every 
month by the hospital, not only 
for its patients, but for other 
womra in the community. 

Cindy Parker, nurse/patient 
educator at Virginia Beach Gen- 
eral, is the facilitator, organizer 
and support group planner. Al- 



though she's not a mastectomy 
patient, hulcer i»ovides education 
and group discussion to the 
women. 

Ttere's "a real need and aij^xnt 
groups really work," she said. 
"Physically, they feel fine. It's 
such a change in every other 
way." 

Paricer said 20 to 25 women 
attend the meeting each month. 
The support group helps meet die 
needs of these women so they can 
return to normal life, she said. 

Harris said, although she has 
always looked on the bright side, 
many women get depressed and 
need each other to help pull than 
through the ordeal. 

"I was there because they 
needed me ttoe to help them. In 
the long run. though, it probably 
did help me," she said. 

"They must leave feding t^etter 
than when they arrived." said 
Parker.

S.S. Numbers, Names Must Agree With Bank Records

People whose Social Security 
numbers and names on their tax 
returns do not agree with the in- 
formation on their baiyc reccmls 
may receive a notice from their 
banks later this year. Social Se- 
curity officials have announced. 
They will have 30 days to 
correct the problem or the bank 
will withhold 20 percent of the 
interest payments on the 
account 

Hie Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) will send banks a listing of 
customers whose Social Security 
numbers and/or names do not 
agKC with the numbers or names 
contained in IRS files. These 
lists of customers will be taken 



from information provided to 
IRS by the banks reporting in- 
terest, dividend and other income 
on Form 1099 for Tax Year 
1989. 

Banks must mail letters to 
these customers within five days, 
advising them of the number 
and/or name problem, and the 
customer has 30 calendar days to 
correct the problem and advise 
the bank. 

The letter from the bank will 
indicate the ways in which the 
problem can be corrected, 
depending on the customer's jmt- 
ticular situation. In some cases, 
the customer will need to contact 
the Social Security Administra- 



tion (SSA). 

If the customer i^eds to con- 
tact the SSA to correct the prob- 
lerh, here are some helpful hints 
that will speed the process and 
ensure that the problem will be 
resolved during the 30-day time- 
frame. 

Please rememl^er the 
following' 

• Carefully read the letter 
from the bank and the notice 
from the IRS. 

• Contact Social Security at 
the toll-free number (1-800-234- 
5772). Hie best time to call is 
from 7 a.m. to 9 a.m., or from S 
p.m. to 7 p.m. after the first 
week of the month. 



• When calling or visiting 
SSA, have the lett^ from the 
bank and your Social Security 
card. 

• If resolving the problem 
requires you to apply for a re- 
placement Social Security card 
because of a name change due to 
marriage, divorce, adoption, etc., 
be sure to bring a document 
bearing the old and new names, 
such as a marriage license or di- 
vorce decree. 

• Contact the bank to let 
them know the results of the 
contact with SSA.

Fahey said he wiso't at the 
meeting long enough, to even 
know what it was ccmceming, 
but reports say it was held to 
discuss the performance of 
administrative po^onnel.

Family Relationships Through Support 



Parents Help Each Other 
Cope With Hard To Handle 
Kids

Nobody ever said that being a 
parent was easy. 

For those who are finding 
parenting a little more difficult than 
they imagined, help has arrived! 
Parents Anonymous is ready, will- 
ing and able to assist in forming 
healthy family relationships. 

"It's a self-help organization for 
parents who need support," said 
Cheryl Bonneville. P.A, facilitator 
and YWCA program director. 

Parents Anonymous meets once 
a week to give parents the opportu- 
nity to discuss what's hs^pening at 
home and to allow other group 
members to offer suggestions and 
comments. 

"Debbie," a London Bridge resi- 
dent, has been attending the P.A. 
meetings since last summer. The 
mother of a four-year-old hyperac- 
tive son. Debbie was receiving 
counseling at Navy Family Ser- 
vices before attending a "Nurturing 
Parents" class, which eventually 
evolved into P.A. 

"Dealing with him causes a lot 
of stress - stress due to depression," 
she said. "I figured if I could deal 
with Brian a little better, I could 
probably deal with the stress a little 
bettCT." 

Parents Anonymous is a national 
organization thabgrew locally from 
the educational parent nurturing 
class, a^ording to Bonneville. 
When several members of the 
Multi-Disciplined Team cd Virginia 
Beach, including Bonneville, met 



with state P.A. members, tiiey de- 
cided to begin a chapter in Virginia 
Beach. 

"The purpose is to support par- 
ents towards healthy family rela- 
tionships," Bonneville said. "We 
don't get into marital issues. We try 
to stid: to the parenting." 

Debbie, a Navy wife, said the 
support from P.A. is extremely 
helpful, especially when her hus- 
band is out to sea and since her 
family is very far away. 

"It's he^ a loL It helps to have 
someone listen who's been through 
it," ^e said. 

Debbie said the hardest part of 
dealing with her son was doing it 




alone and feeling ill-equipped to 
take on parenting. She blames to- 
day's family structure for that. 
Years ago, ih& said, families were 
close by and helped each odier out 

"Our society just isn't built that 
way. You really don't have a place 
to learn how to be a good parent," 
said Debbie, who is also the mothei 
of a 17-month-old daughter. 
"Parents Anonymous helps you 
fmd ways and answers." 

Bonneville said many of the 
group's m^nbers are military fami- 
lies. Usually, husbands and wives 
attend the meetings, unless the 
husband is out to sea or the parent 
is single. There are currently IS 
members on the roster, but there are 
only about eight who attend regu- 



larly. 

"It's wide open, it's free and 
there's child care and that's free," 
she said. 

The meetings are open to any 
parents who feel they need some 
help in the parenting department, 
Bonneville said. The classes are 
conducted by herself and another 
professional with training in group 
dynamics. 

"It's for anyone who thinks they 
can do better in their parenting 
style." she said. "The problems v" 
discuss are problems everybo'jy 
has." 

Bonneville said the main benefit 
of being part of the group is getting 
the feeling that you're not alone. 
Group members even exchange 
phone numbers so they can call 
each other for support at any time. 

"If you ask any parent. 'What do 
you do when you don't know what 
to do?' they ask a friend or read a 
book. Kids cause a myriad of prob- 
lems," she said. 

E)ebbie said parenting would have 
been much easier for her if her son 
had not been hyperactive, "but it 
wouldn't have been as much of a

challenge. He keeps me on my 
toes. He has a high energy level." 

Bonneville, who has also worked 
in parenting education at Camp 
Perdleton and at Chesapeake Social 
Services and Child Welfare, said 
that many times bad parenting oc- 
curs when the parents have come 
from dysfunctional families them- 
selves. Some parents were abused 
as children and some simply had no 
role model. 

"I never thought I was a bad par- 
ent. I was just overwhelmed by a 
lot of things," said Debbie. "It was 
a compound problem. I could feel 
things starting to get out of con- 
trol. I wanted to stop it before it 
turned into something worse." 

Debbie said she doesn't know 
how long she will attend the meet- 
ings. For her, it's just a way of 
helping other people. 

"I don't think anyone parent ever 
stops being a parent, so as long as 
you never stop, a new situation is 
going to crop up," she said. 



Navy "Pretty Safe,"

"That Was Awful Closer

It's been more than a week since 
^ the Oceana Naval Air Station's A- 
6E Intruder jet crashed into the At- 
lantic Ocean off 24th Street. 

After salvaging only one of the 
jet's two engines, the Navy still has 
not determined the cause of the 
crash. Ace Ewers, Oceana public 
afairs officer, said the investigation 
may take months. It is suspected 
that a fire in one of the engines 
caused the wreck. 

"They're trying to get to the en- 
gines to find out what caused the 
problem," he said. "They go 
through every aspect of die investi- 
gation. I sometimes takes months 
before the safety center and the 
squadron involved find out" 

The jet's pilot and the 



bardier/navigator are both assigned 
to Attack Squadron 176. Neither 
men were seriously injured when 
they ejected from the jet at 2Sth 
Street They finally landed safely in 
the courtyard at the Seacourt Con- 
dominiums on 24di Street and Arc- 
tic Avwiue.

The jet was on fire when it hit 
the ocean about a quarter-mile off- 
shore, according to Jeff Davis, 
manager of Station One Hotel on 
24th Street The jet skimmed the 
top of the 1 1 -floor hotel, missing it 
by about 100 feet.

Our childiwi's education, and Uie teachers and parents who are mtimately 
involved with die pmsxss, are &r loo important to let Bowyer learn the job and 
how to manage people, while on the job. If he wereunquestionably a first-r^ 
administrator and educaiw. odds arc this whole nepotism issue would not have 
come up. Or ma^ die nqwtism issue is precipitating all the teachers' unrest 

But Dalrymple. you have one diing right Someone needs to straighten Uiis 
whole mess out but after the School Board's recait vote of confidence fOT 
Bowyer. clearly Uiat isn't the body to make an intelligent decision about the 
person who should lead the Virginia Beach public school system. 

Dump Bowyer now. Conduct another national search and get a man gf 
woman whose credentials are unblemished and whose character is 
unimpeachable. Explain to that person Uat die new superintendent should lead, 
but more importantly, diat pwson must listen and react to die Virginia Beach 
community, as it rdates to allowing die public school system to be one of die 
nation's most innovative. The superintendent must be able to suck up to 
council, when necessary, while at die same time not letting die absolute power 
he will receive to go to his or hCT head. It will not be an easy position to fill. 
Anyone who takes die position will probably become a power monster. But 
something new is dearly needed. 

The real problem here, it appews, is die School Board. But any real 
discttssioii of die board must begin widi die fact Uiat it is appointed by die City 
Council, not elected by die community. Until diat changes, die school system 
will not change, die educational process in Virginia Beach will not change and 
teachers', parents' and students' attitudes will not change, substantively, 
eiUier.

Tuesday night's hearing was 
packed widi anxious parents and teachers who came to hear what school 
board membo^ had to say about the budget, tell board membos their feel- 
ings, and offer exincssions of support to die administration and school 
board as diey begin die budg^ary process. This year diat process will be 
voy difficult because widiout increases in revenue, the school division will 
have $ 14 million less dian diey need to just maintain programs. 



Since schoots depend on mte revenues to 
fund their bu^ts, whrnthes^^hmfinan^ 
cinl woes, ^e sehooliJ^Mms tihofind^m- 
selves wi^ budget^ probkms. 

Since schools depend heavily on state revenues to fund dieir budg^, 
when die state has financial woes, die school divisicms tiso find diem- 
selves with budgetary problems. School boards cannot raise taxes so diey 
either cut budg^ or ask city governments to make up die difference. Un- 
fortunately, the current budget crisis is affecting our city's revenues as 

well, causing councU to worry about dieir ability to fund die city's budget.

Democracy: Use it Or Lose it 



The great American experiment in self-government depends upon an 
informed and active citizenry. In 1986, when he took over as chair- 
man of die commission on die Bicentennial of die United States Con- 
stitution, fwmer Chief Justice Warren E. Burger said, "We can best 
honor our Constitution by giving ourselves a history and civics les- 
son on its wigin and meaning." 

Years ago, Thomas Jefferson explained that the purpose of his Bill 
for die More General Diffiision of Knowledge was "rendering die peo- 
ple the safe, as diey are die ultimate, guardians of their own liberty." 

Years later, in its first annual report to the governor and die General 
Assembly, die State Bicentennial Commission also emphasized die 
importance of educating citizens in die principles of self-govemmertt, 
stating "A people who do not understand dieir Constitution are less 
likely to take alarm at its erosion." 
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In 1987, a survey by die Hearst Corporation revealed die alarming 
fact diat almost half of the American people have forgotten or were 
never aware tiiat die Constitution's original purpose was to create a 
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his constitutional rights to a fair 
and impartial opportunity to be 
heard before city council on Nov. 6. 
Some doubt centers over whedier 
Minns is president of die NAACP. 
He was reported at one point to 
have resigned his office. 

Minns had wanted council to ap- 
point an ad hoc committee to study 
die human rights issue.

Virginia Beach United Methodist 
Church. 

Heischober said diat die people 
whose names woe sutmiitted by die 
committee do not rqs^sent aU are^ 
affected by human rights. Council 
will have die o^xirtunity on Tues- 
day to make changes or additkins to 
tl» committee membership. 

Heischober has also proposed 
diat the city prepare a pamphlet 
widi lists of federal, state and local 
agencies which deal widi civil 
rights issues.

Ciiy Attorney Leslie LUley also 
was directed to reply to Minns' 
complaint indicating diat die city 



had received his complaint and is 
going ahead widi die Fellowship 
Committee. 

Obemdorf said diat she could not 
respond to Minns' lettCT because he 
said "my behavior was unethical 
and immoral." 

Council indicated it was inter- 
ested in having die committee rep- 
resent die interests of die handi- 
capped, die aged and various edinic 
groups in addition to blacks. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
who had originally sponsored 
Minns when he asked councU to 
support die concept of a human 
rights commission on Sept. 25, 
said diat she wasn't going to vote 
for any more commissions.

City's Savings Can Move Some Projects Forward 



Savings die city is realizing as 
the result of die favorable bid 
situation can be used to move some 
projects forward. City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts, Jr., has sug- 
gested. 

Watts at a work session Tuesday, 
pointed out diat die bids on die In- 
dependence Boulevard Phase HI 
pro^t compared favorably with die 
construction cost estimate in the 
Capital Improvement Program of 
$9,043,000. 

The low bid. offered by Williams 
Corps, came to $8,791,461.04. 

Council may choose, he said, to 
use the difference for school site 
acquisition or the North Beach 
drainage project. AlUiough eco- 
nomic conditions have placed die 
city in a quandary over which pro- 
jects it should go ahead widi and 
which to delay. Watts said Uiat an- 
odier side of the situation places die 
city in a favorable bidding position. 

He reminded Council diat Capital 
Budget appropriations are made 
only for the first year of the five- 
year budget and diat council has die 
flexibility to consider projects for 
die remaining four years as they 
come up. 

Because of tte savings on die 
bids, as well as the economic 
conditions. Watts said that it is 
important to examine projects on a 
quarterly basis. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones has 
propose diat ctwncil consider a 
resolution requiring quarterly re- 
pats on projects being desigiKd for 



die city. Council at Uiose umes, he 
said, can determine whedier to go 
ahead widi die projects. 

Watts said diat die savings on die 
bids are actually greater dian diey 
appear to be because of concurrent 
utilities construction. He said diat 
it would be possible to consider 
some reallocation of the net sav- 
ings. 

Public Works Director Oral 
Lambert has proposed an alternate 
drainage relief plan for die Nordi 
Beach area, involving die construc- 
tion of five submersible pump sta- 
tions along Atiantic Avenue be- 
tween 55di and 70di Street He said 
diat the system wUl pump out At- 
lantic Avenue only and would ad- 
dress ten-year storms.

Should Plane Transport Prisoners? 



The city has six months to de- 
termine whedier using its fixed 
wing aircraft to transfer pisoners 
will save die city any nKMiey. 

Under the resolution adopted 
Tuesday by a vote of 8-2, City 
Manag^^ Aubrey V. Watts. Jr., was 
authorized to implement a pilot 
program to use the aircraft, a Baron 
twin engine secured through the 
U.S. DeiKuimoit of Justice's Drug 
Enforcement Administration, for 
prisoner extraditions. 

The plane will be used for pris- 
oner extraditions and uansfcrs in 
support of die commonwealdi's at- 
torney and sheriff, and odier city 
agencies upon prior written ap- 
proval from die city manager. 

Tte city has reccivwl permission 



from die states Supreme Court for 
reimbursement for die state when 
poforming jwiswier extraditions, so 
long as the costs do not exceed die 
cMt of cfflnmacial flights. Aca»d- 
ing to Watts, die total operating 
costs are $123.78 per flight hour 
and inclutte maintenance and repair, 
depreciation on die engines and 
proper propellers, insurance and 
parking. Fuel costs are estimated at 
$43.20 m hour. The city proposes 
using die plane for extraditions 
where wie-way destinations are be- 
tween 100 and 600 air miles, and 
occasionally fv distances beyond 
diesc ranges where coa effective- 
ness CM be (toicm^rMed. 

The plan is esimated to be wordi

Local Dredging Project Undenivay 



The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers has awar(ted contracts for 
the dredging of Rudee Inlet and 
Lynnhaven Inlet, acconling to 
Congressman Owen Pickett. 

The two long-awaited dredging 
projects should be completed by 
early 1991, and Pickett said saiid 
from the ptoiects will be used to 
nourish local beaches. 

The contract on the Rudee Inlet 
dredging, which was awarded to 
C&G Excavating, Inc., of Peach 
Bottom, Penn., involves dredg- 
ing 140,000 cubic yards of ma- 
terial to provide a ten-foot deep 
entrance channel from the At- 
lantic Ocean through the inlet 

The cost of the project is es- 
timated to be $1,895,000. The 



federal government's share of the 
cost is $1,027,000. with the 
city assuming the remainder. 

Pickett said the dredging con- 
tract of Lynnhaven Inlet has 
been awar(ted to Cottrell Engi- 
neering Company of Chesa- 
peake. It calls for dredging and 
entrance channel in the 
Chesapeake Bay ten feet deq). 
150 feet wide and about 3.500 
feet long. Smaller channels will 
be dredged in waters off 
Lynnhaven Inlet, including 
Broad Bay, Linkhom Bay. Long 
Creek and the Narrows. 

The total cost of the 
Lynnhaven dredging project is 
$838,000, and the federal gov- 
ernment's share is $695,000.

Nightmare October Revisited 
By Lee And Don Belanger 
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Virginia Beach Sun note: 

This story is published here in 
celebration of Veterans Day. 
which occurred earlier this week. 

Anodier October has come and 
gone, and with it, memories of 
the Cuban missile crisis flicka^ 
through the mind-like scenes 
from old movies. 

Families glued to television 
sets, praying, ftngers ox^sed. 

Parents seeing children (rff to 
school, fearful they'd never see 
diem again. 

Children drilled to take cover 
under desks at school, covmng 
eyes and h^ds as best they could. 

The ck)s»)ess of teens, fearful 
there would be no tomoiows. 

Nightmarish ^uff. 

Donald Belanger, a Virginia 
Beach businessman, was a ra- 
dicxnan, a Navy "^xirks." serving 
in Gitmo, Navy parlance for the 
Guatanamo base, "when all hell 
br(^kx)se.'' 

"Douig what I was (kring," 
says Belanger, **we knew 
som^hing was going on a coqjle 
of weeks, maybe a month, hdoK 
it was officii. But we couldn't 
say anythin.'" 

As with many from his Mas- 
sachusetts area, the "g" is 
missing. 

"All of us figured something 
was going to ^nsppca," says Lee, 
Belango's wife. "The place was 
crawling with Marines. Tl^y 
wo-e all over the place. Like 
combat-ready." 

Lee was at home wih newborn 
Beth and two-year-old Norma 
when die word came to evacuate. 

"Evacuate!" Lee remembers 
explosively. "My God! Martha 
was at school, D.J. (Don, Jr.) 
was at nursery school, Don was 
at woric, and Beth was ten days 
oU! 

"We had two hours to be ready. 
We coukl only pack two suitcases 
for all of us. If the kids woen't 
there when they came to get us, 
they told us to board the bus 
anyway. They'd get diem to us. 
It was crazy." 

"After the official wra-d was' 
out," Belanger says, "1 jumped on 
a scooter and went home to say 
goodbye. I didn't get to see 
Martha and DJ. They were still 
at school." 

Somehow, when base police 
painted the black X on the door 
of the place they called home for 
three years (to show the house 
had been evacuated), Lee, the four 
kids, and a community of friends 
and neighbors quayed up to board 
die bus to die piers. 

The day was Monday, OcL 22, 
1962, Once on board the t/.5.5. 
Hyades, a refrigeration supply 
ship. Navy personnel took them 
under their wings. 

"We, the kids and 1, were on 
die third deck down," says Lee. 
"We climbed up one deck for the 
badiroom. another for mess. We 
slept on racks, three deep. 

"The women's personal sup- 
plies, gauze and cotton, were 
made by corpsmen. Everybody 

who had kids counted and pooled 
their dvapex%. The crew washed 
and returned them by counL I'm 
telling you, they were great. 

"They supplied us widi for- 
mula, Karo, Carnation and water. 
I only needed four ounces for 
BedL 1 remember one crewman. 
'Hey;" lady,' he said, worried 
a^ut us, 'you can have more 
diafrihat' But 1 didn't need it" 

She laughs and shakes her h^id 
at d^ memories. 

"A Cuban lady was having a 
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novous Ixeakdown," d>e said of 
one of her fellow evacuees. "She 
had a baby, and had never been 
out (rf Cuba b^ive. Herhud»nd 
was a civilian teacher. She was 
afraid the ship was going to sink. 
She ke{H saying, 'Oh, mi madre! 
Oh, mimadre!' She had brought 
none of the necessities wiUi her, 
but she had brought along her 
long, white evening gtoves!" 

It was midnight and snow was 
Callmg whoi die ship pulled uito 
Norfolk. 

"The Red Cross met us and 
helped widi plune calls, gave us 
warm clothes, jackets and 
whatever," says Lee. "Therese 
(Therese Richards, who now lives 
at die Beach) was given a huge 
moutton coail" 

Once in the states, many 
families were flown home, but, 
dirough a mix-up, Lee and the 
children wne not. On Oct 26, 
"a Trailway and a Greyhound 
later," die family - less husband, 
Don, who would remain in Cuba 
for seven mcmths - was on home 
soil in Massachusetts. Their 
furniture caught up widi them ten 
mondis lat^. 

In die evacuation, they had 
b^ioided and (tended. 

During a change-over in New 
York when someone tried to steal 
dieir luggage, a black policeman 
asked if Uiey wanted to press 
charges, and if diey needed help. 

"He was nice," says Lee. 

Dead tired, eager to get home 
and spotting young Navy 
lieutenants who could help, she 
and her companions told him. 



"All of us figured 
something was 
going to happen/' 
said Lee. "The

"No, we'll get our own to help 
us." 

He stiffened. 

It was an innocent reference to 
die traditional phrase, "The Navy 
looks after its own." But try to 
explain THAT in a mobbed New 
York City bus station, widi a 
baby and three small children in 
tow. 

The unintentional insensi-dv- 
ity worries Lee, evai today. 

The papo-s of Nikita Kruschev 
recently brought to light reveal 
diat Castro wanted a preemptive 
strike on the United States. 
When you look back and realize 
how fragile a thread held die 
world from the precipice coping 
with those days, tough though 
they were, comes into 
perspective.

Refuge Dikes Open For Use 



Hikers and bikos may once again 
use die east dike and A^ cross dilK 
at Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge. These dikes have been 
closed since A{^ due to heavy 

equifmient activity (tesigned to im- 
prove habitat for migratory birds. 

Acceding to Refuge Manager 
Anduxiy D. Leger, seasonal clo- 
sures are u^ by many refuges 
throughout the country to protect 
wildlife, improve halntat and oisure 
pubUc ^ety. 

This closure was necessary to al- 
low the inqxiundmait rehabihtation 
project, which suiqxnts the North 
American Waterfowl Management 
plan, to imiceed. Most work has 
been suspended for the winter mi- 
gration period. It will fiilly resume 
next spring, at which time addi- 
tional closures will be necessary. 

Because de-watering of the 
refuge's impoundments was neces- 



sary during the summer, fish popu- '■ 
lations in die interior ditches have 
been stressed. As a result, fishing 
will continue to be closed in these | 
areas, but will be permitted in die ! 
headquarters area and along desig- 
nated sections of die beach. 

Leger also announced Uiat due to 
winter staff reductions and seasonal 
reductions in use, Uie Refuge Visi- 
tor Contact Station will be closed 
on Saturdays beginning in Decem- 
ber. The refuge will remain open 
daily, from dawn to dusk, but con- 
tact station hours will be restricted 
to 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. from Monday 
Uirough Friday and 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. on Sunday. A schedule of fall 
events can be obtained by contact- 
ing die Refuge office at 721-2412 
or by writing Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge, P.O. Box 6286, 
4005 Sandpiper Road, Virginia 
Beach, Va. 23456. 



Refuge Offers Bus Tour 



A bus tour fw senior dtizeas and 
die handicapped will be offered at 
die Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge on Saturday. Nov. 24 at 
8:30 a.m. 

The tour wUl provide opportuni- 
ties to view the interior of the 
refuge and to admire migratory 
ducks, geese, swans and other 
wildlife. 

Any senior citizen who is at least 
62 and possess^ (or is eligible for) 
a "Gokien Age Passport" may sign 
up for die tour. Disabled mdividuals 
who p(»sess (or are eligible for) a 
Golden Access Passpwt are uivited 
to particiiKtte. The bus, howeva, is 
not designed for wheelchair use and 
riders must climb several steps to 



board die vehicle. Callers may re- 
serve a seat for diemselves and one 
other person. 

Participants should wear warm 
clodiing, since dierc will be oppw- 
tunities to stop and get off die bus 
to observe wildlife. Cameras and 
binoculars are recommanded. 

The tour will leave from die 
Visitor Contact Station located at 
die end of Sandpiper Road in Sand- 
bridge. A Golden Age or Golden 
Access passport exempts die bearer 
and odiers in die vehicle from die 
standard refuge entrance fee. Reser- 
vations are required and may be 
made by calling die refuge at 721- 
2412, Monday duough Friday from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 



Waterfowl Program At Refuge 



A program on waterfowl identifi- 
cation will be held at Back Bay Na- 
tional WildUfe Refuge on Saturday, 
Nov. 17 at 9 a.m.

Sharon Harrell Of Vw ScfK)ol System's Psychological Sendees 
Helps Children Solve Their Problems; Involves Teachers And Par- 
ents

Sharon Hanell told her junia 
high school counsels that she 
wanted to be a psychologist 
someday. 

Well, that day has since arrived 
and Harrell has not cmly reached 
her goals, but she has also ex- 
c^dedthem. 

Harrell is a scIkx>1 psycholo- 
gist for the Virginia Beach school 
system's Psychological Services. 
She's only worked f(K the city for 
one year, but Harrell has many 
other accompUshmoits filling her 
resume. 

"I like the variety. I do a lot of 
different things," said Harrell. of 
Chesapeake's Western Branch 
section. 

Harrcll's psychology career be- 
gan after graduation from Mary 
Washington College in 1969. 
Her first job was as a vocational 
counselor in Richmond. From 
there, she went to work at the 
Bon-Air School for Girls, the 
state's "reform school," as a read- 
ing teacher. 

Harrell. a Portsmouth native, 
then made a geographical, as well 
as a career move, to Northern 
Virginia, where she worked as a 
counsels with adults and children 
who had recently become blind. 
While in the Washington D.C. 
area, Harrell decided to auend 
graduate school at Catholic Uni- 



vereity, where she received hw 
master's degree in child clinical 
psychology. 

In the late 1970s. Harrell 
moved to Pennsylvania where she 
attended Temple University to 
complete her course work in de- 
velopmental psychology for her 
doctorate. 

"I've wanted to do it since I 
was vwy young." she said. "I was 
interested in pec^le aad why they 
do the things they do. It intrigued 
me. 

In 1978, Harrell moved back to 
Richmond to work for the Rich- 
mond public schools as a psy- 
chologist. She also taught part- 
time at the University of Rich- 
mond and Virginia Common- 
wealth University. 

Eight years later. Harrell 
moved back to Fairfax County 
where she opened her own private 
practice and did consulting and 
other work for the public 
schools. 

"Like all school psychotogists, 
I travel around and provide psy- 
chological services to each of the 
schools," she said. 

Last year, Harrell moved back 
to the area and went to work for 
the city's school system. As a 
school psychologist, she is as- 
signed to three different schools - 
the Center for Effective Learning, 
Cento^ille Elementary and Mal- 
ibu Elementary. 

"We provide direct services to 



students, including psychological 
evaluation and counseling." Har- 
rell said. 

Harrell also provides services 
to the students' parents and con- 
sults widi teachers and adminis- 
tration. 

"I like giving useful informa- 
tion to people - information that 
will help solve their problems." 
she»id. 

Harrell said that some of the 
subjects she iteals widi each day 
are, helping to identify learning 
disabilities, and adjustment prob- 
lems. She is also part of a crisis 




team that visits schools where 
tragedies have occurred. For ex- 
ample, Harrell provides counsel- 
ing to students who may have 
wimessed a car accident, or who 
may have recently experienced a 
death in the family. 

At the Center for Effective 
Learning, Harrell plays a little 
different role. When working 
with at-risk children, she must 
stress success oriratation. 

"We are trying to coordinate 
with parents, teacher training and 
a direct effort with the students 
who have had several failures," 
she said. 

Harrell said that all her work is 



confidential. Sometimes, she 
said, people don't even know that 
she is in the school or that her 
Mrvices are available. 

"We are fairly invisible be- 
cause of the nature of our work," 
said HaneU. "Our services are ed- 
ucation-based. We help children 
get to where they need to be. to 
be successful in school." 

In her spare time, Harrell said 
she enjoys spending time with 
her own two children and her 
husband of 12 years, Robert 
Edge. The couple enjoys travel- 
ing and they are highly interested 
in cultural diversity. 

She also belongs to several 
professional organizations, in- 
cluding the Virginia Psychologi- 
cal Association; the Council for 
Exceptional Children; the Na- 
tional Association of School 
Psychologists; and the Virginia 
Academy of School Psycholo- 
gists, which recently presented 
her with a "Best Practices 
Award." 

"I just assumed it was a token 
nomination," said Harrell, who 
was one of eight nominees. "I 
was pretty dumbfounded to find 
out I won iL" 

Although Harrell has always 
wanted to work with children, she 
said she finds herself now want- 
ing to work more and more with 
parents and administrators. As 
part of the city's 20-member 
psychologist team, Harrell said 
she would like to see the city 
"enlarge our roles a little bit. 

"I'd like to see our impact on

the educational process enlarged," 
she said. "I'm extremely ex- 
traverted. The changes people go 
through fascinates me. You don't 
see it anywhere as much as in the 



public school system. What I do 
is typical of what a lot of people 
do. There are others that do just 
as much."

When slw 
came to the area, her daughtf/f 
pve her a rec coitor boddet a,\^ 
obtained her a facility use cam 
She joined the Meals on Wheels 
team to telp learn her way around 
Virginia Beach. 

The Kempsville Senior Citi- 
zens Club is a 150-member 
group that is sponsored by the 
nc center. It meets nice a month 
at the center and usually takes 
monthly day trips. 

"I feel sorry fw people who 
don't get themselves out," said 
Hazen. "I see so many 
opportunities for people my age 
to get out It's a wonderful place 
for retired people." 

Hazen also worked part-time at 
the Airport Hilton's gift shop, 
but had to quit because her 
adivities were occupying so 
much of her time. ^ 

"I swim during lap-time twice 

a week. I swim one-half mile 

each time," she said. "1 try to 

walk on the days that I don't 

' swim." 

Hazen said that keeping fit has 
made a big difference in her 
lifestyle. About six months after 
taking swimming lessons and 
doing laps, Hazen said, she no- 
ticed a change in her health. She 
hasn't had a backache since. 

"You've got to keep yourself 
moving. You just can't sit. I feel 
much better," she said. 

Hazen said there certainly isn't 
a shortage of things for seniors to 
do in Virginia Beach. In fact, 
there is so much offered to people 
her age, that there's not enough 
time to do it all. She is proud to 
say, though, that more and more 
seniors are becoming active. 
There are people older than her- 
self, she said, at the rec center 
swimming laps. 

"That rec center - 1 just can't 
say enough about it. 1 just about 
live over there," she said. 

Hazen has seen ihe times 

change drastically over the course 
of 72 years. Money, of course, 
has had a big impact on the 
change in lifestyles. But, she 
said, lifestyles have also become 
more casual and open, which is 
why Hazen feels like there is too 
much disrespect from chUdren. 

"I remember when I was a kid, 
I was literally scared to death of 
my teachers and policemen," she 
said. "I wouldn't dare talk back. 
The kids today just kind of speak 
up. We should go back to disci- 
pline." 

Some friendly advice to the 
younger generation who hope to 
live as long as Hazen has, is 
"don't smdce, drink or do drugs. 

"Don't abuse your body. That 
hurts when I see people bom 
with a beautiful, healthy body 
and they get into drugs and alco- 
hol," she said "It's so sad."

Since the hotel opened seven 
years ago, Davis said it has never 
experienced any other problems 
with the jets. 

"We see them go over. We've all 
probably said 'I sure hope they 
never lose control.'" he said. "The 
Navy's pretty safe. It's nobody's 
fault It just haj^ned."

Insect Screens Not For Safety 




It is a parent's responsibility 
to see that a child does iK>t 'suffer 
injury or death by filing out a 
window, warns the Screen Manu- 
facturers Association (SMA) in 
its continuous efforts as a cham- 
pion of children's safety. 

Window screens are designed 
to keep insects out and allow 
firesh air in and not to keep chil- 
dren from falling throogh, says 
Frank S. Fitzgerald, CAE, execu- 
tive vice-{nesident and technical 
director fw SMA. 

He said that in addition to the 
personal tragedy suffered in a 
fall, parents should be aware that 
courts will not always decide that 
manufacturers are omniscent and 
therefore responsible for the ac- 
cidents of everyone using their 
products. 

The screen manufacturing in- 
dustry and SMA have long been 
involved in a campaign address- 
ing product liability. A "Kids 
Can't Fly" campaign was 



launched to emphasize to the 
general public that residential 
window screens are to keep in- 
sects out and not children in. 
The association also has partici- 
pated in the creation and 
distribution, with the National 
Safety Council and Consumer 
Products Safety Commission, of 
a number of brochures on chil- 
dren's safety. 

He suggests that you follow 
this good advice, published by 
the National Safety Council: 

• If you must open a window 
in a room where a small child 
will be sleeping or playing, 
open it not more than four or 
five inches. If you fear a child 
can raise the wiiidow higher, you 
can secure it at the desired height 
with a "window burglar lock" or 
creiue your own device, such as a 
broomstick or piece of wood 
placed between the top of the 
raised window and the top of the 
window firames.

Un> 
stuffed &(»en tufk^s are safer than 
those that are $tu£fed. 
Storage 

Keep the turic^ in a sealed pack- 
age. The original wnq^ing is fine, 
as long as there are no tears or 
boles in the package. 

Do not thaw frozen stuffed 
turkeys. They should be placed m 
oven frozen. Frozen unstuffed 
turkeys should be keq) frozen until 
the proper time to begin thawing. 
They can be kept frozen for up to a 
year after purchase. These turiceys 
can also be placed in die oven 
frozen, though cooking time will 
be increased. Fresh turkeys should 
be kept refrigerated until ready for 
cooking. 

Thawing 

Frozen unstuffed turkeys can be 
thawed in two ways. The safest is 
to place the bird, still wrapped, in a 
pan or tray and diaw in the refrigo^- 
ator. 

Thawing time in the refrigerator 
Eight to 12 pounds - 1 to 2 days; 
12 to 16 pounds - 2 to 3 days; 16 
to 20 pounds - 3 to 4 days; 20 to 
24 pounds - 4 to 5 days. 

Another way to diaw a uukey is 
to cover it, while still in a sealed 
wrapper, with cold v/ater. The watCT 
should be changed every 30 min- 
utes. 
Thawing time in cold water: 
Eight to 12 pounds - 4 to 6 
hours; 12 to 16 pounds - 6 to 9 
hours; 16 to 20 pounds - 9 to 1 1 
hours; 20 to 24 pounds - 1 1 to 12 
hours.

Remove turkey from package. 
Unless using a frozen stuffed 



turkey, remove neck and giblets 
tmi body cavity and rinse turkey, 
inade and out, in cold water. 

The safi^ way to prq}are stuff- 
ing is separately from the tuitey. If 
you decide to stuff the body cavity. 
do so immediately before cooking. 

After die turkey has been placed 
in the oven, wash hands, utensils 
and all surfaces contacted by the 

bird. 

Cooking 

In a conventional oven, cook the 
turicey at 325 degrees. Do not 
interrupt cooking time. Turkey is 
fully cooked when die inner diighs 
reaches 185 degrees. The hip joint 
will move easily and is soft. Juices 
should run clear. Stuffing should be 
removed firom die turkey immedi- 
ately after cooking. 

The leftovers 
After the meal, separate the 
turkey into pieces ami refirigerate w 
freeze while still hoL If leftovers 
are refrigerated, use widiin four 
days. If diey are frozen, use widiin 
one mondi.

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This kads back to the school board budget meeting of Nov. 6. 

VBEA President Cheryll Tokac told board members that VBEA supports 
their position of seeking enabling legislation to add an additional half-cent 
to the sales tax to be used fw funding public education. She also urged 
board members to join VE A and VBEA in requesting that the $200 million 
in the state's reserve fund be used for teacher and state employees to grant a 
cost of living increases. This would provide some relief to kxal budgets. 
Tokac asked that increased class size not be used as a cost saving measure. 
We already have the largest class sizes in the state; so though that may 
look like an easy fix, it could do nothing but harm in the long run. 

Specialized programs like Princess Anne Center, Old Donation, and 
CEL serve students in ways that the regular school program cannot, and 
should be kept intact. Instead, other cost-saving measures should be looked 
at, like early retirement incentives and reorganizing support services from 
Central Ofiice, before cuts are made to programs. 

The many parents who spoke at the budget hearing said the same tilings. 
Programs tiuu have served tiie children so well and made the Virginia Beach 
school system tiie wonderful educational opportunity that it is, should not 
suffer. Most even stated that if extra revenue was needed, they would prefer 
to have taxes raised radier tiian hurt Uieir children's schools. 

Speaker after speaker voiced tiieir support of the school system and urged 
what Tokac requested: "Keep tiie cuts as far away from tiie children as pos- 
sible." To do tills successfully will require everyone's support because 
"Educating Everyone Takes Everyone!"

Suraci's turkeys come from the Sheanandoah Valley and are processed by Rockingham Distributors. 

Not oply can Virginia Beach residents purchase a turkey at the Farmer's Market, but they can also find just about evey- 
thing else they need for a scrumptious holdiay dinner. 

'To round off the table, they can pick up greens and other necessary ingredients," Stancil said. "You can come here and 
pick up items you need in a relaxed atmosphere." 

The Farmer's Market also features shops that scU a variety of items, including displays for a Thanksgiving Day table or 
mantel. Com husks for front doors and holiday wreaths can also be purchased. 

Stancil said this year, as in years past, the merchants have gotten "all wound up in" the Thanksgiving spirit.

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I/Wiaf's r/?e Story At Sandbridge? 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, 300-member, non-par- 
lisan organization that monitors cUy 
government. 

What's behind the big push by the 
new City Council for multimillion 
dollar projects for Sandbrige? We 
think the general public, who are 
going to pay througli the nose for 
these projects, should be given the 
full story of what is planned for this 
area and what is the big rush. 

For years the city has not felt it 
proper to make m^or commitmoits 
for this small 1.2()0-home commu- 
nity with year-round residency of 
probably not mote than 600 people. 
The narrow sand bar which consti- 
tutes Sandbridge presents the classi- 
cal case of erosion by the sea. Made worse by the a}nstruction on the sand 
dunes, which are tte traditional first line of defense in combating beach loss, 
the sea has made heavy inroads on the land. Many of the eastern boundaries of 
the seashore-platted lots are not permimently under the sea. 

When some of the houses started to be undermined by the sea, a numbo* of 
owners requested permits to build bulkheads. When the local Wetlands Board 
correctly refused to issue permits it was ovoruled by the state and several high 
steel bulkheads were installed. Predictably, the bulkheads acceloated erosion, 
caused greater damage to adjacent honeowners without bulkheads and re- 
sulted in almost total loss of the beach. 

In view of the fact that the city could not prop^ly take action to {HOtect 
private beach front property, an agreement was reached that seashore property 
owners would give a portion of their lots to the city to povide a public beach 
on which the city could then expend funds for its maintenance. The status of this 
transfer of land for the public beach is not known, but the latest heard was that 
agreements were still poiding with a number of lot owners. The city, however, 
is proceeding with plans fcH' the public beach and planning for a beach 
replenishment program. 

Part of the requirements for the public beach were for access corridors to the 
beach at intervals along Sandfiddler Road. Stairways down to the beach from 
the bulkheads have beoi provided, but the problem of where visitors from the 
rest of thecity would park doesn'tseem to have been resolved. Asewcrlineand 
road imfnovements to die area have long been kept on the back buiTier in spite 
of frequent requests. 

Widi the advent of the new city council, suddenly all this has been changed. 
The construction of a four- and two-lane divided extension of Ferrell Parkway 
all the way to Sandlsidge is being pushed at an alarming rate . Although not evra 
listed in the existing Capital Improvement Program (CIP) and only shown for 
the first time in this year's proposed CIP (still to be adopted), the city is already 
proceeding with the acquisition of the right of way. This is being done without 
waiting for die final alignm^t of die road, and die outcome of the required 
environmental or public hearing process. One must conclude that the city is not 
concerned with any input from die public or for the environment in proceeding 
with Uiis estimated $21 million-plus project. Such haste as we have seen in die 
past has led to waste of taxpayers' money. 

In addition to Ferrell Parkway, die city is also going to full blast ahead widi 
Uie installation of a full-size sewer line to Sandbridge at a cost of some $16 
million. This will cost each and every homeowna in die city an additional 
dollar on their already inflated mcmthly sewer bill for die next 20 years. 

These projects have caused consternation among die full-time residents of 
die area and among environmentalists conconed with preserving die ecology 
of the area and of Back Bay. They believe, and rightfully so, that die only reason 
for die great haste in pushing diese {vojects is to open up die area for a second 
hotel resort strip before protective measures can be established to protect die 
environmentally sensitive areas diat surround Sandbridge and Uie access road. 
The report diat the Corps of Engineers plans to reconsider its decision of several 
years ago, diat property values at Sandbridge did not justify die cost of shoreline 
protection as planned for die resort strip, seems to add further credence to diis 
belief. 

Isn't it high time die city fadiers tell us what diey plan, and jusdfy die heavy 
expenditure of our hard-eamed tax dollars?

Council Hearings Scrutinize Board Members 

Four citizens of Virginia Beach will be ai^inted this Decembo- to save 
on the Virginia Beach City Public School Board for three, six or possibly 
nine years. In the last decade, the traditional practice has been to reappoint 
school board members for a second three year term. Laura Tebault, John 
Fahey and Jim Fletcher have served with distinction on the School Board 
since 1982 and are not eligible icx reappointment.

At the National Bicentennial Leadership Confoence, which I attended in 
Washington earlier this fall, I heard sevoal outstanding speakers. One was 
Professor Walta Bctis of Georgetown University. 

Considered one of the country's foremost scholars on American 
constitutional theory and practice. Professor Bems addressed the question - 
"The Bill of Rights and Beyond: How does the Constitution secure these 
rights?" His answer to this question was thought-provoking, and that is 
why I decided to share his remarks. 

"The usual answer is: by listing them in the Bill of Rights and 
authorizing the courts to enforce them . . . But it seems strange that an 
^^ndage - the Bill of Rights is an appendage - could be the foundation of 
anything." Besides, the Founding Fathers state in the Preamble that the 
(unamended) Constitution secured the blessings of liberty.

Council Adopts Chesapeake Bay Preservation Area Ordinance 



City Council recently adopted a 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation 
Area Ordinance which, said H. 
Clayton Bernick III, the city's 
environmental director and its 
principal authority, will have no 
trouble meeting state guidelines. 
The ordinance goes into effect 
on Jan. 1. 

Ending six months of work 
and delays, the ordinance adopted 
by a vote 10-0 (Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan was absent), is 
the version presented by the 
staff and supported by 
environmental groups. Changes 
recommended in a version 
submitted by the Planning Com- 
mission were rejected, with one 
exception. 

The ordinance limits 

— ^ment in resource 
protection areas - tidal wetlands, 
nontidal wetlands, tidal shores, 
highly erodible soils and a 100- 
foot vegetated buffer area adja- 
cent to and landward of the tidal 
wetlands and nontidal wetlands; 
also, resource management areas 
which consist of an area lOO-feet 
wide, located adjacent to and 
landward of resource protection 
areas on lots greater than three 
acres in size or all of the lots 
less than three acres abutting 
resource protection areas. 

Council also adopted 
amendments to bring current 
ordinances in line with the 
Chesapeake Bay Ordinance and 
s^roved by a vote of 9-1 (with 
0)uncilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
dissenting), the creation of five- 
member Chesapeake Bay 
PreMrvati<m Area B<^. 

Council has directed the staff 
to propose ordinances offering 
protection for areas in the 
southern part of the city which 
do not drain into the bay. A 



report is expected in six months. 
The council is considering using 
the same board to serve in these 
other areas - Back Bay, North 
Landing River and Owl's Creek. 

Although developers and 
builders have expressed concern, 
translated into recommendations 
for the bay ordinance, they and 
realtors expressed support in 
general for Uie staffs version. 

In the one instance where 
council adopted a change 
recommended by the Planning 
Commission, construction of 
swimming pools will be 
permitted in resource protection 
areas, provided they employ best 
management practices 
eliminating run-off. Glen 
Croshaw, attorney represented 
the National Swimming Pool 
Institute, suggested the change. 

Council also acceded to 
requests of Uie American Society 
of Landscape Architects to 
include the word "certified" in a 
reference to landscape architects. 

Although the intent of the 
ordinance required by the General 
Assembly's Bay Act of 1988 is 
to improve the bay waters, 
Ronald Morrison, a realtor, said 
that \i vrauld not do the job. 

Morrik)n said that the city has 
done an excellent job imposing 
a state-imposed land use plan, 
• "but I don't think it does 
anything for clean water," he 
said." He said there were a lot of 
things that could be done to 
clean up the Bay - he cited 
household clewei^, herbicides - 
but said that no speaker 
addr^sed theM thinp, (mly how 
to~ limit development. He 
suggested that the city follow 
Chesapeake's lead and make a 
financial assessment of the 
impact of the act on the 



economy. 

Sharon Adams, representing 
the Southeastern Association for 
Virginia's Environment, said that 
it is a "bizarre scenario where 
every piece of property on the 
waterfront would be developed 
without the ,J)ay act. It's 
indefensive. Are 21 houses worth 
killing the bay? Why do you 
think the General Assembly 
almost unanimously adopted the 



l»y act?" 

Council also decided that prior 
to adoption of the ms^s which 

go along with 'the ordinance, 
property owners whose property 
is in "intensely developed areas" 
will be notified. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that he thought all the 
property owners in this category 
should be notified. 



Intensely developed areas are 
those areas where little of the 
natural environment remains. 
Redevelopment of this property 
would be subject to all the 
requirements of the ordinance. 

In answer to a question from 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf about 
whether the ordinance is strong 
enough to pass the state require- 
ments, Beraick said that the key 
to this is that the city has a 



number of other ordinances 
stronger than ordinances in other 
localities, which place the city 
in a good position. 

Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum said that he felt good 
about passing the ordinance. 
"We've done something good for 
the Chesapeake Bay and for 
Virginia Beach." 



City Asks For More Indigent Health Care 



The city is sending an S.O.S. 
to the General Assembly for 
greater appropriations for 
indigent health care, even as the 
state is slashing aid to localities 
in just about every area. 

City Council recently adopted 
a resolution requesting an 
increase in appropriation for 
indigent health care, and for a 
formula for distribution of the 
funds which takes into 
consideration the number of 
indigents in a locality, infant 
mortality rates, prenatal needs 
and the outpatient/inpatient 
medical care needs of low income 
persons. 

The city has long complained 
that the formula under which pre- 
sent funds are distributed is 20 
yevs old and does not address 
the explosive growth of areas 
like Virginia Beach. As a result, 
the Beach receives less in the per 
capital aid from the state than 
other localities. 

ITie city has taken over some 
of the cost, as in indigent 
deliveries, but ite resolution 
asks that the General Assembly 
adopt a plan to provkle equal 
funds, Iwsed on n<^, to all 



Virginia localities by the middle 
of the decade. 

TTie resolution points out tliat 
comprehensive 

ouq}atient/inpatient medical care 
for low income persons, which is 
the state's responsibility by 
statue, are carried out by medical 



education ' funds which are 
provided only to the Medical 
College of Virginia and 
University ef Virginia Medical 
School, which requires indigent 
Virginia Beach residents to

Since the city realizes that 
funds received by other localities 
should not be reduced, the state 
should appropriate more funds for 
the indigent program throughout 
Uie state, the resolution states.

The Framers knew they couldn't dqiend simply on the courts to secure 
rigjits. How then does tl^ Ccmstitution secure rights? Our Founding Fa- 
thers knew that in a democracy, political power would ultimately be ex»- 
cised by political majorities, and they feared these majnities woukl not al- 
ways respect the rights of minorities. Somehow the Constitution had to 
prevent the "oppressive comlnnation of a majcHity." 

Citing Federalist No. 63. Bern asserted the Constitution excluctes the 
people "in dieir collective aqpacity" from any share in tte government. 
Then he explained, "No official is elected by a national constiuiency, 
which is to say, by the people collected in one mass. There are 435 mem- 
bers of the House of Rqiresentatives, each elected in a single district. 435 
of them; there are 100 members of the Senate, two from each state and 
each chosen in his or her state; and the president is elected by an electoial 
college whose members are ch(Men not by direct popular vote of the peo- 
ple, but by the people of the individual states." 

Madison, who made sure that the Constitution would prevent an 
"qjpressive combination of a tiaLJority," wrote. "In the extended rq)ublic of 
the United States, and among the great variety of interests, parties, and 
sects which it embraces, a coalition of a majority of Uie whole society 
could seldom take place on any odier principles than those of justice and 
the genoal good." '^ 

ProfessOT Bems put it this way: For the purpose of choosing representa- 
tives, the people are divided into 435 districts; for the purpose of choosing 
senators, they are divided into 50 states; for the purpose of choosing a 
presidrat and vice president, diey are divkled into 5 1 districts. 

Thus, the Constitution ^vides the people into districts with the hope, 
and the expectation, that they will thereby be divided into a variety of in- 
terests, and that the task of assembling a governing majcuity - and legi^- 
tion does of course require majtnities - firom these various interests will re- 
quire comjvomise, accommodation and moderation, mid this will provicte 
security for rights. 

The majorities required to pass laws and govern the country are not. 
then, popular majorities; they are assembled not in the peculation; diey are 
assembled among the reinesentatives of die people, with die hope Uiat die 
representatives will be more reasonable, more moderate, more 
accommodating ... 

The United States is not a direct democracy (tesigned to aUow a simple 
majority to rule, not a democracy designed to aUow die greatest numba to 
impose its idea of die greatest good on the rest of us. It is a rqsesentative 
democracy. 

In my (pinion, diis is a valid argument fw reapportioning our city into 
fairly equal voting districts and allowing die residents of each district to 
elect dieir own council representative!

If you own an all-electric 
house or condominium, you al- 
ready know that electricity pro- 
vides a clean, energy-efficient, 
comfortable and convenient 
home mvironment. And as in- 
novative electric technologies 
for the home continue to be ui- 
troduced, such as desktop com- 
puters and cordless appliances, 
electricity promises to make 
your lifestyle even more satisfy- 
ing. 

Since about 35 percent of all 
the electricity consumed in the 
United States each year is used 
within homes, getting the most 
value from each dollar you spend 
on electricity becomes more im- 
portant than ever; both to keep 
your monthly electric bills low, 
aad to help your local electric 
utility burn less fuel to make 
elecuicity. This benefits every- 
one, by keeping the 
envinmment cleaner. 

Here's some key electricity- 
saving tips from the Edison 
Electric Institute and the Na- 
tional Rural Electric Cooperative 
Association. Two groups whose 
member electric utilities together 
serve ova 85 percent of die na- 
tion's electricity customers. 

Insulation 

Start out by making sure your 
home is adequately insulated. 
This is Uie single biggest step 
you can take to lower your elec- 
tricity bills. In addition adequate 
insulation, more heat is lost 
through windows and doors, per 
unit of area, than through any 
other part of a home. 

Storm doors and windows cut 
down on heat loss dirough the 
glass or door. Caulking between 
the house and the door or 
window frame, and 
weatherstrif^ing between a door 
or window's moving parts, cuts 
down on air leakage. 



Heating and Cooling 
Systej/ns 

Electric heating and cooling 
systems are the largest electric- 
ity-consuming app\ian<xs in your 
home, accounting for up to 30 
percent of your electric bill each 
month. If you have a heat pump 
or air conditions, keep leaves 
and delxis away firom the outdoor 
unit. Clean or change die sys- 
tem's air filters regularly, and 
have the unit tuned up at least 
every other year. For baseboard 
heating units, remove the front 
panel and vacuum Uie dust up 
once a month. Make sure noth- 
ing blocks die air flow from die 
unit. If you're buying a window 
air conditioner, choose one based 
on die highest SEER rating you 
can afford. And for you house's 
thermostat, set it at a 
comfortable setting, and leave it 
alone. Install a "set-back" Uier- 
mostat for higher energy sav- 
ings. 

Appliances 

MajOT appliances for refrigsa- 
tion and ccxdcing consume about 
29 percent of the electricity in 
your house. Keep your refrigera- 
tor between 37°F and 40°F, and 
freezer at 5°F. Vacuum dust from 
the condenser coils undemeatii 
the refrigerator, and be sure the 
door seals tightly. Use the mi- 
crowave for small quantities or 
single servings. Keep the range 
oven's door closed while cook- 
ing - 25 to SO degrees are lost 
each time it's opened, and 
preheat the oven only when 
called for, and then for only 10 
minutes maximum.

Water Heating 

Accounting for about 14 per- 
cent of your mondily bill, water 
heaters should be kept at 120<'F 
for ncMmal use, and if you have a 
dishwasher, set it at 140°F (tite a 
regular diermometer to check it). 
Fix faucet leaks. Don't let water 
run while shaving or washing, 
and if tbe side of die water heater 
feels warm, put an insulating 
blanket around it 

Lighting 

Lighting accounts for about 10 
percent of your electric bill each 
mondi. To lower your bill, tum 
off lights when you leave a 
room. Dust the bulbs oc- 
casionally. Match die wattage to 
die lighting task. Use timers for 
automatic on-and-off. Use com- 
pact fluorescent bulbs. And use 
light-colored paint or paper on 
die walls - they reflect up to 80 
percent of Uw light, where dark 
colors only 10 percent. 

And last but not least, call 
your local electric utility for 
more facts on saving electricity 
all around your home.

Al- 
tiiough she uxk about 12 years off 
to have four of her chil(irai, she 
went back to work ior a wool mill 
factory in Michigan in 1951. At die 
time, her husband had his own milk 
business. 

In 1962, Bugbee headed for Cali- 
fornia and retired in 1983. She 
chose die Virginia Beach area be- 
cause she had two daughto^ living 
here. 

"I'm enjoying my retirement so 
far," she said. "It's very important 
to stay busy. Exercise is v^ im- 
portant too." 

Bugbee's advice to the younger 
generation is to get a good educa- 
tion.

WH Adopts FDA Egg Codes 



The Virginia Department of 
Health is following the recommen- 
dations of the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration's model codes ios 
the handling of eggs by food service 
establishments. The codes require 
proper refrigeration and cooking fa- 
eggs by food service establish- 
ments. 

The FDA model food codes des- 
ignates ^ell eggs as a "potentially 
hazardous food" because of an in- 
crease in Salmonella enteritidis- 
contaminated eggs. This designa- 
tion identifies foods that need to be 
stored undo: refrigraxuion and codced 
properly to maintain safety. Most 
meats, poultry, fish, dairy products 
and cooked vegetables are included 
in this categOTy. 

Foodbome outbreaks caused by 
Salmonella enteritidis (S.e.) con- 
taminated eggs have increased in the 



last decade. From Jan. 1985 
through Oct 31, 1989, 189 S.e. 
outbreaks in the United States 
caused 6,604 illnesses and 43 
deaths. In Virginia, 192 cases of 
S.e. were reported in the fu^st nine 
months of 1990. The percentage of 
salmonella cases attributed to S.e. 
has increased steadily from 9.5 per- 
cent in 1985 to 18.8 percent in 
1990. 
Hie FDA food codes required that 

shell eggs be stored at 45 degrees or 
below until used or sold. Under the 
codes, food service establishments 
must: 

• Avoid raw egg menu items. 

• Avoid pooling raw eggs un- 
less cocdced immediately. 

• Cook eggs to heat all parts to 
140 degrees or above. 

• keep cooked eggs at 140 de- 
grees or ^ve undl served.

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Accidents Main Cause OfCliilclren's Deaths 



Accidents ate the niunber one 
cause of death among American 
chiidrra. 

Home accidents account fot 
half of all accidental death 
among children under four, and 
for one in five deaths of children 
between ages five and 14 

It isn't that child proofing 
isn't effective. It is just that, in 
many cases, parents let theii 
guards down too early. One 
might incorrectly assume, foi 
instance, thitt pres;hoolers will 
know enough not to drink things 
they And under the sink, or that 
an eight-yeffl'-old will know what 
to do if a fire breaks out. Par- 
ents need to renutin aware that 
children are mwe accident-prone 
than adults are, and that young- 
sters need a lot of help in learn- 
ing how to recognize danger in 
time to prevent accidents. 

Young children often feel that 
accidents only happen to other 
people. They need to be taught 
that accidents can happen to 
anyone, at any time and in any 
place. 

While being civeful can pre- 
vent a lot of ^cidents, children 
also need to know what to do if 
, an emergency does arise. Teach- 
ing safety isn't child's play. 
"What if?" games and role play- 
ing can help children learn how 
to recognize potential danger and 
respond to emergencies. B y 
asking "what iF questions, par- 
ents can find how much their 
children really know about rec- 
ognizing and anticipating dan- 
ger. Questions should mostly be 
about everyday situations. 
"Pretend games" can help also 



train children not only to antici- 
pate danger, but how to respond 
to it Role playing too, is an 
excellent means for teaching 
personal safety skills. Even 
when children can cwrectly say 
what they should do in an emer- 
gency, they may not be able to 
do the right thing in a real situa- 
tion - especially if the situation 
is somewhat different from the 
one they talked about. As thev 

learn and practice safety skills, 
and the appropriate actions 
become "second nature," children 
will be ready to move on to 
more complicated emergencies 
that require them to draw on their 
new skills and knowledge. 

Parents and children both need 
to get involved in the role 
playing. If the child doesn't 
seem to know what to do in ,a 
certain situation, the parents 
might act out that role for the 
child. Later, mom and dad might 
bring up the same situation 



again and ask the child to act out 
the response. 

There is no end to the poten- 
tial for accidents in the home, so 
parents may want to begin by 
teaching their children how to 
deal with fires, poisonings and 
medical emergencies. And, be- 
cause young children will not 
remember all the skills they 
learn, it's essential that parents 
repeat the training every two or 
three months. 

Some people say that today's 
children are more sophisticated 
because they are exposed to so 
much information through 
television and daycare. But most 
personal-safety ^ills don't come 
naturally to children, and giving 
them a brief introduction in the 
classroom or on television isn't 
enough. 

Parents need to teach and 
reteach these skills constantly, 
until they really do become sec- 
ond nature.

Growing up in die 1920s was 
rough for Merle Sfmngbcvn, but 
he learned to make due widi what 
hehad. 

More Uian 60 years later, 
Springbom's life has become 
much easier and he's learned to 
enjoy die fma diings. 

Springbom, a Harbor Gate 
resi(teit, is m Illinois native who 
came from a brdcen family. One 
of six children, Springbom was 
raised on a farm wh«e he plo»^ 
fields widi a team of mules and 
needed a steam engine to puttidie 
thrashing machine. 

But, when Springborn's 
modier died in 1927, die family 
split up. One of his sister's had 
toned to deadi in a fire and a 
brodier was run over by a car. 
When Springborn's mother 
passed away, he wait to live widi 
his grandpaients in Missouri. 

"We all split up after my 
modiCT died," he said. 

Before he moved to Missouri, 
diough, die Springbom children 
were all placed in orphanages for 
about a year. One Iwx^ier, whom 
Springbom didn't sec for 10 
years, remained in die lK)me. TTie 
odiers went to live widi various 
relatives. 

Springbom spent six « seven 
years in Missouri and never really 
attended high school, because he 
quit after his fir^ year. His main 
purpose in life was to farm, 
especially since wok waai't easy 
to get during die t>Gprcss«m. 

"I worked on a £vm ^moa all 
my life," he said. "I was doing all 



Uie farm work for a widow 
woman when I was 15 or 16." 

In 1941, at age 24, Springbom 
joined die Navy because "die draft 
was chasing me, for one thing." 

Springbom attended boot camp 
and aviation machinists school 
and ended up in Hawaii during die 
Pearl Hartxv attack. 

Springbom did much traveling 
during his more dian 23 years in 
die military, but his first visit to 
die area came in 1947 when the 
Navy brought him to Norfolk. 

Springbom also married his first 
wife diat same year. 

In 1964, Springbom retired 
finxn die Navy as a master chief. 
He moved to Virginia Beach four 
years laior.

Springbom held a number of 
jobs after his discharge from the 
Navy. He worked in the purchas- 
ing departiAent at Def^ul Hospi- 
tal for six years and worked at 
several warehouses before he de- 
cided to attend the American Ho- 
tel Association's night school. 
His schooling led to a job at the 
2Sdi Street Holiday Inn at die 
Oceanfront, of which he became 
manage- aha eight mcHiths. 

"I had to teave there because 
my wife g(M skk," he said. 

Springbom has been perma- 
nottly retired ever since. 

"I take up most of my time 



wOTking with service organiza- 
tions," he said. 

Springbom currently serves as 
president of the Lynnhaven Lims 
Club; president of die AARP's 
Lynnhaven mcmiing chapter; and 
is on die national finance com- 
mittee for Pearl Harbcv survivors. 

Springbom is now remarried to 
his second wife, Vivian, and the 
two do quite a bit of traveling. 
But, aside from all his involve- 
ment in the community, Spring- 
bom's newest and most favorite 
h(4rt>y is his OMnpuier. 

"I use it to k^p records for die 
Lions and die AARP. 1 even put 
our records on it," he said. "It 
keeps me busy." 

Springbom said there's not 
enough time in a day to do 
everydiing he wants to do. He 
used to volunteer at a local li- 
brary, but had to give it up to 
make time for his other 
responsibilities. 



Day Begins Early 

A typical day for Springbcmi 
begins early. He reads die pqier, 
visits die doctor if needed, does 
paperwork for his various 
organizations, does a little shop- 
ping and then watches television 
or visits with friends in the 
evening. And all the while, his 
wife is by his side. 

"If diere's anydiing to be done, 
we do it all logediCT." he said. 

Springbom said he spends 
three or four nights a month with 
his clubs and organizations.

The Virginia Beach Sun last 
week began a City Council survey 
to determine what die city's main 
issues for 1991 would be. 

As Virginia Beach moves into 
die second year of diis decade, ac- 
cording to council members, it will 
be faced with many budgetary 
changes and constraints. 

The new year will find city leol- 
ership focusing on economic devel- 
opment. All of the council mem- 
bers interviewed diis v/cek named 
diis as die top priority for 1991. 

The following comments are 
firom recait telqihone interviews: 

What do you think is the 
most important issue that 
City Council should focus 
OH as we close 1990 and 
move into 1991? 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
confirmed diat economic develop- 
ment is on everyone's mind. She 
said it is the city's responsibility 
"to try and get a broader (ax base to 
afford services to maintain die 
quality of Ufe, excellence in educa- 
tion and the ability to enhance the 
lifestyle of die people who have 
chosen diis city to live in." 

Because of declining revenues, 
she said Virginia Beach needs to 
come up widi a new way to provi* 
services that have, in the past, beai 
funded by die state and fedaal gov- 
onment 

Obondcvf said diat City Manage 
Aubrey Watts is looking to 
streamline the govmiment as much 
as possible in an affot to deal widi 
die economy's (towntum. 

CouBcilwonan Reba Mc- 
Clanan said diat "caution" is a 
good wOTd wten it comes to the 
city's budget. She said die main 
question is: Do we raise taxes or do 
we reduce pn^ams ai^ sovices? 

"We should move with caution 
and restraint," she said. "We need to 
diink diings dirough carefully." 

KkCUman said die city should be 
prqwr^ f« a "new environment" 
next year when money b«»mes 
even tighler. 

"When you have plenty of 
mcMwy, y«i c» do mydiing." she 
snd. **Tlw city will have to (teal 



widi a lack of planning and expen- 
ditures." 

CouncilBian John Baum 
also said diat Virginia Beach must 
watch its expenditures.

"Early indications of what the 
staff has done is somediing we need 
to continue looking at," Fentress 
saul.

ing, Fentress said 1991 wUl not be 
the worst year Virginia Beach has 
to face. Watts has abeady made 
some (k^isicms, Fenu-ess said, diat 
may save the city this year. 

"His reactions to cuts in the 
budget have been good. There have 
been diings efumaiked fa* 1992." he 
said. "1992 will probably be a 
rougher year than this one will as 
far as budget cuts are conconed." 

Councilman Robert 
Clyburn said that although the 
city is a "well-oiled wganization," 
die situation in die Middle East and 
the lack of military presence in 
Virginia Beach will still affa;t its 
economy. 

But, he said, he is very pleased 
widi die city manager's job perfw- 
mance. He said Watts is on tc^ of 
things as fu" as mm^y is comrenied. 
He said diat Watts cut back cm hir- 
ing to save momy at ju^ die right 
time.

We see stop g2^ projects being fundol wid) halfhearted 
efforts to correct loig standing problems; projects where the funds are wasted 
since the stop gap measures can not be incorporated in the ultimate solution. 
We see the city proceeding with the purchase and or cond^nnation (tfland f(X 
a road right of way before the final road alignment has been established and 
before ^vironmental and pubUc hearings are held. 

Funds may well be wasted if the route has to be changed. Purchasing at a 
headlong pace when even the city assessor will admit that property values are 
dropping and would possibly be cheaper later on. 

We see the tax burden of the residents increased by million dollars merely 
to advance certain special pet projects by around three years. We see 
additional taxes and user fees being added unnecessarily to the already 
financially snapped residents of die city; now facing one of the deepest 
recessions in its history. We see commuting workers, ab^dy burdened widi 
heavy po^nal propeny taxes on their cars and soaring gasoline costs and 
gasoline taxes, hit widi an additional $5 city automobile decal fee. 

We see a city council going back on its promise to end a i cent special meal 
tax in 1988; a meal lax where 60 percent of the revenue comes from city 
residents and less than 20 parent from the resort area. We see ev^ home in 
the city paying an additional dollar every month on their water bill for die next 
20 years to pay for the over size sewer line to Sandbridge. We see additional 
debt being taken on by die city to die point where the city's financial advisors 
have warned that the city's double A bond rating may be placed in jeopardy; 
to die point where we can not pay the debt service without raising property 
taxes and to avoid this will use state road allocation funds to me^ diese 
obligations. Funds which should and could far better be used for the purposes 
for which they were intended. 

We see our city doing diis at a time whoi growth is at a virtual stand still, 
not the optimistic five percent growth on whkh this CIP financing is based. 
At a time when property values are (teclining and city revalues are plunging. 
At a time when die financial picture is so grim that you feel there is need to pass

Do The Courts Secure Rights? 



At the national Bicentennial Leadership Conference in Washington, 
I heard many experts speak on the Bill of Rights. Last week's column 
focused on remarks by Walter Bems, who holds a Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and is the John M. Olin professor. Department of 
Government, at Georgetown University. 

As the author of eight books and numerous articles in scholarly 
journals, magazines and newspapers. Dr. Bems is considered an expert 
on the American Constitution. This week, I wish to share his con- 
cluding remaiks in which he asserts that the framers did not rely on an 
unelected judiciary to secure rights. 

They had no illusions that the judges would be able to stand up 
against a popular majority of the people; and our history confirms 
this. That is, the Supreme Court has not been able to impose its will 
on such majorities, not when those majorities are determined.

As for the advisory referen- 
dum. Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
wanted the staff to find out, dur- 
ing research of Lanteigne's pro- 
posal, whether referendums 
should be held on appointments 
to other agencies, such as the 
Planning Commission. 

Another proposal related to 
school board appointments made 
by Lanteigne was recentit im- 
plemented at the public hearing 
for school board candidates. 

Candidates were given ten 
minutes each to address the 
council on why they should serve 
on the «:hool board. 

Lanteigne suggested that coun- 
cil members prepare lists of 
questions which they would like 
to ask the candidates, present 
them to the candidates and have 
them write replies. This would 
avoid duplication - having a 
member ask the same questions 
of e^h candidate. 

Lanteigne said Uiat he doesn't 
know everyone in the city and 
would have to rely on borough 
representatives for background 
on the cMdidatcs. He said that 
the ten minutes would not be 
enough time for him to make a 
decision. He said that the ques- 
tion process would allow council 
to have more insight in the can- 
didates and to look at their 
communications skills at the 
same time. 

Councilman J(An A. Baum said 
that he would want to tie in ux- 
ing authority in the advisory 
referendum as he would for 
elected school boards. Fainting 
out that the school board hear- 
ings are mandated by the state, 
he »id diat the G^wral As%m- 
bly makes (government) more 
open ai tlw kxal tevcl whether 
it wwks 0€ not 
KfeClanwi iaid that his bill 



does not include taxing authority 
for an elected school board. He 
said that one body should have 
the local taxing authority so that 
money can be balanced among 
all the needs. Of the states that 
have elected school boards, he 
said, more than half do not have 
taxing authority. 

Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum, a former school board 
member, said that he did not 
think a lot of people know what 
a position on the board entails. 
To giver your name and say you 
want to be on the school board 
is not enough. 

Although people don't want to 
connect the school board selec- 
tion process with "that nasty 
word, politics," Councilman 
James W. Brazier, Jr., said, 
"that's what it boils down to. 
TTiey want to tear it out of poli- 
tics but I don't think they can." 

Councihnan Harold Heischober 
said he objected to reports that 
he had already selected a school 
board member although he hasn't 
even talked to him. He said he 
was not a believer in resumes, 
and was not a believer in a ten- 
minute interview. 

"Hie value ccmes in the l(Mig 
haul. If I know one man for 20 
years and know what he accom- 
plislKd, how he raised his fam- 
ily, how many of his children 
went to schools here . . . and 
know nothing about (the other 
candidates)" he would vote for 
the one he knew. "That's why 
we have our executive sessions, 
why names are put mi die table 
and y(Mi have to talk abmit it" 

CouiKilman WiUiun D. Ses- 
s(Nns, Jr., has said that he has 
asked in'omising candidates to 
submit r^umes. 

Vicc-May« Robert E. Fen^s 
said ttat tlM talent bank which 



has had three long pages of 
hopeful candidates for years is 
the best place to look. Other- 
wise, he said, "go out and look." 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she did not think that 
expectations are the same than 
they have been in the past. The 
process of selecting a school 



board for a city of 400,000 is 
not the same as it would be for a 
city of 200,000 to 100,000. Fi- 
nancial matters are more impor- 
tant, she said. "The bottom line 
is where are we going with the 
school system and what expertise 
does this person bring (to the 



system)?" 

"Can we select such a persoii 
in a ten-minute presentation?" 
asked Heischober. 

"Not alone," replied Mc- 
, Clanan. 

Heischober said that at one 
time he heard that more educators 
were needed on the board. Now, 



more fiscal experience is looked 
for. "I know of no system that 
can elect the best person for any 
job." 



McClanan said that the board 
would be reflective of the popu- 
lation. 



Council Adopts $1.2 Million CIP 



City Council has adopted a 
$1.2 million Capital Improve- 
ment Program, knowing that 
some of the projects may never 
be undertaken, at least not within 
the projected time frame. 

The attitude of council is that 
the city should go ahead with its 
capital program as planned and 
make adjustments as needed 
along the way. 

As an aid to determining 
which projects should remain and 
which eliminated or delayed, 
council also adopted last TiKsday 
a resolution, suggested by Coun- 
cilman Louis R. Jones, directing 
the city manager to submit to 
city council a quarterly financial 
analysis for certain capital pro- 
jects. 

The CIP is a planning <tocu- 
ment which is reviewed every 
year. Appropriations are made 
only for the first year of the 
five-year period although revenue 
sources have been identified for 
die five-ye» perkKl Mid even be- 
yond as most projects take sev- 
eral years of funding. 

Last Tuesday, council appro- 
priated $93 million for the 
1990-91 iHKlget year by a vote of 
9-2 with Councilwomcn Reba 
McClanan and Nancy Parker 
dis^nting. BtMh McClanan and 
l^rker hiKi cxpe^rf coiwem that 
alkKalKKis for constrtKtion were 



not sufficient for the apparent 
need. Parker also is opposed to 
spending $17 million for a sewer 
project for Sandbridge which re- 
mains in the budget. 

McClanan and Parker also 
voted against the ordinances: 

• Authorizing the issuance of 
general obligation bonds for 
$32.5 million. Included are $3.6 
million for school projects, 
$20.7 million for engineering 
and highway projects; $7.3 mil- 
lion for drainage projects and 
$904,965 for building projects. 

Audiorizing Uie issuance of 
jt»ieral obligation bonds fw $8 
million for KMd, highway and 
bridge purposes. They also 
voted against a resolution re- 
scinding resolutions for the is- 
suance of general obligation 
boi^ a(kq)tcd by city council wi 
D^. 12, 1988 and Nov. 20. 
1989, each for $8 million for 
roads, highways and Imdges. 

The actions will free $24 rail- 
lion of the first three years of 
allocations fw highway bonds 
authorized by the General As- 
sembly which will total $64 
million over an eight-)war pe- 
rwd. Some of Uk nKMiey will be

Councihnan James W. Brazier 
joined Parker in voting against 
the ordinance extending the half- 
cent meal tax from a cut-off date 
of Dec. 31. 1998 to June 30, 
2005. The tax, assessed to pay 
for resort improvements, was ex- 
tended to accelerate the im- 
provement program. 

Parker cast the sole vote 
against a similar extension of 
the hotel/motel IcKlging tax. 

Parker, McClanan and Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf made up the 
minority in the 8-3 vole adopt- 
ing the wdinance to increase the 
vehicle license tax from $20 to 
$25, effective for plates or de- 
cals sold for the license year that 
begins Jan. 1, 1992. 

Parker also cast the sole vote 
against the resolution suggested 
by Jones which calls fw the city 
manager to sulmit to council a 
quarterly finaiKial analysis of all 
capital projects with a total cost 
in excess of $250,000 which «e 
expected to be rewiy to bid for 
consiructicNi or where die amount 
inclwfes extensive right-of-way 
acquisiticNi costs. 

Council voted unanimously to 
adopt the ordinance authorizing 
the issuance of water and sewer 
sysien revalue botKls fw $14.6 
millkm. 

CoMKil will coasider the 



ordinances on second reading on 
Dec. 6. 

Last Tuesday's actions were 
taken following a public hearing 
of more than four-and-a-half 
hours for which 40 citizens had 
signed up to speak. 

The greatest number of speak- 
ers were interested in the Sand- 
bridge sewer project (for and 
against), and acquiring land for 
the extension of Ferrell Parkway 
to Sandbridge. The road will 
eventually replace Sandbridge 
Road. Speakers criticized the 
city for planning to purchase 
land for a road when the city did 
not know what the alignment 
would be and for building a "road 
to nowhere." 

Harry Lumen read a statement 
from former councilman, Jdin D. 
Moss, in which Moss said that if 
more people understood "the 
mispl^ed privities, hifklen fees, 
deficit spending, broken 
promises and tax increases em- 
bedded in this CIP this room 
would te packed several times 
over." 



He said that city council 
should tedxxx tfw size of the CIP 
vo restore a proper balance be- 
tween debt and the ability to 
s^vkc it widKWt higiKT tax^.

The Donohoe bid calls for the 
295,000 square-foot school to be 
substantially completed by July, 
1992. In its bid, Ekmohoe pro- 
jected completing the school in 
595 calendar days. 

When completed, Tallwood 
will be the largest high school 
in the city and will be 36,000- 
square feet bigger than Salem 
High School, which opened at

French sent OS his resume 
and, at the last minute, was asked 
to come on board as a basic life 
support team member for die 
Ghana mission. 

"1 was curious about it because 
1 had learned to speak die lan- 
guage in die Philippines when I 
was Uiere," he said. 

French's EMT skills were not 
the only diing Uiat he could con- 
tribute to die OS program. In 
1971, right out of high school, 
French, an Ohio native, joined 
the Marine Corps. 

"It was something to do and I 
Uiought it would give me a ca- 
reer," he said. 

He spent two years in the 
Philippines working in die 
American Embassy in Manila and 
in security in Cubi Point in 
Olongapo City. 

^ "We did pauols with die mili- 
tary police," he said. "We would 
go out in die jungles and do pa- 
trols." 

FreiKh received several awards 
for his efforts in die Philippines. 
After surviving several typhoons, 
he received the Philippine Presi- 
dential Unit Citation Award from 
former president Ferdinand Mar- 
cos. French played a part in re- 
buUding the town and assisting 
Filipinos out of flooded areas af- 
ter a typhoon swept dirough. 

FreiKh was discharged from die 
Marines in 1979 and moved back 
to Ohio as a civilian. He worked 
for an oil fill company for about 
three years until he was laid off 
because of die Iran/Iraq situation. 

In 1982, French moved to 
Virginia Be^h to be closer to 
some friends and landed a job as 
head baker at die Hobday Inn 
Executive Center. He dien went 
to work at die Thunderbird Hotel 
at the Oceanfront as die kitchen 
manager. 

"I'd done some cooking in the 
service," he said, but, "it wasn't 
what it was supposed to be." 

Finally, French decided he'd 
like to join the fire department. 
Because he had lived around a fire 
department most of his life and 



had several firefighter friends, die 
position was very appealing to 
him. 

French then began volunteer- 
ing at Company 1 1 in the Beach 
Boough. He was called Mit about 
diree times a week, at all hours 
of the day and nighL While vol- 
unteering, French was also 
pursuing his associates degree in 
fire science. 

In 1984, after taking die fire- 
fighta^ test and filling out an ap- 
plication for die second time, 
French went through training 
again and was hired by die city. 
As of Jan. 1, French will be a 
master firefighter. 

"My responsibilities are main- 
taining my emergency medical 
technician certificate ev^ four 
years," he said. 

French is also in charge of 
driving an SO.OOO-pound, 46-foot 
long ladctertruck. He is responsi-

So, when Operation SmUe 
chose him to travel to Africa, 
French, who is also an American 
Heart Association instn^;-'^ 
tor/trainer, diought he'd be per- 
fect for die job. 

French dien took time off from 
die fire department, with die ap- 
iliDval and support of the fire 
; chief and French's wife Brenda, 
and set off for Washington, D.C. 
where he had all his required 
shots and received his passpcMt. 
Operation Smile pays for its 
members' plane tickets and hotel 
accommodations, but French was 
responsible for his meals. 

"Sometimes you don't get ho- 
tel accommodations, you have to 
sleep in a tent," he said. 

French and the OS team flew 
into Accra, Africa. French's main 
mission was to teach basic first 
aid and CPR. 

"From there to Kumasi was a 
four-hour bus ride dirough the 
jungles," he said. "Part of my job 
was to get a group of people to 
teach to." 

During French's 10 days in 
Kumasi, his classes were broken 
up into diree blocks. The first 
diree days of classes were for 
teaching and certifying instruc- 
tors. He had 65 to 70 people, a 
combination of taxi and bus 
drivers. Red Cross wrakers, am- 
bulance crews ar 1 city guards, in 
his first classes. 

"It was so much easier teach- 
ing diem. They had the desire to 
learn," he said.

camera crew followed French and 
taped everydiing diat he taught. 
Some of die classes were broad- 
cast on government controlled 
television. 

The course diat French taught 
covered patient assessment, con- 
trol of bleeding, shock, C-spine 
mobilization, splinting of broken 
limbs, care for bums and fire 
safety. 

"It made me feel great I have a 
God-given talent that I can use to 
help someone else," said French. 

French said that he dealt widi 
many chUdren whUe he was in 
Africa. Because 75 to 80 percent 
of their injuries come from fires, 
he taught diem fire safety. He 
became especially attached to one 
litUe girl who had fallen into a 
fire and received third (tegree 
bums all over her body. Aftar 
skin grafts were unsuccessful, 
skin transplants had to be done. 

"Some of die kids are so cute 
and fuU of life," he said. "You 
get attached to diem, but you can 



only do so much." 

Even though his trip to Africa 
left him in the hospital with a 
stomach disorder for five days 
when he returned, Rench said he 
is ready to make the trip again. 

"I'm a total team playo*. I told 
Operation SmUe - 'if you need 
me I'm willing to help,"" he said. 

French said he has always had 
the desire to help others and it 
reflects in his woik at die fire de- 
partment and as an EMT. 
French's trip to Africa affected 
him so much that he has decided 
to change his major at Tidewata 
Community College from fire 
science to nursing. 

French has already received 
letters from Operation Smile re- 
garding next year's scheduled 
missions to China, Columbia, 
Africa and the Philippine. 

"I'd love to go back to die 
Philippines. It would be like 
home to me," he said. "I'm ready 
to go again. You get such a 
warm feeling to go to a country 
and change tilings."

Kingston Librarian Audrey Kufahl Has Devoted 40 Years To Bool(S 
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Audrey Kufahl has two pas- 
sions: bodes and flying. 

Over the past 40 years, the 
Kingston Elementary School li- 
brarian and ex-stewardess has en- 
joyed both. 

Kufahl, who was recently 
named Virginia's Librarian of d^ 
Year, spent about five years in 
the 1950s flying the friendly 
skies and teaching at the same 
time. 

"In those days, the only thing 
girls could do is become a nurse 
or a teacher," she said. 

The Chicago native attended 
the Chicago Teacher's College 
after graduating from high school 
in 1944. In order to teach school 
in Chicago, she said, she had to 
be a graduate of that school. 

In 1949, Kufahl graduated from 
coUege and took a year off to 
woric for the airlines as a stew- 
ardess. But, in 1950, she was told 
that she had to get back to teach- 
ing or she'd lose her teaching 
certificate. 

Her plan was to take a leave of 
absense from the airline and teach 
for one year. To her surprise, 
however, the airline asked her to 
stewardess on weekends and dur- 
ing the summer months. 

"I loved to go to watch the 
planes land," she said. "I'm still 
interested in airplanes." 

She continued to work both 
jobs until 1954, when she took 
on teaching full-time. Kufahl 
taught third-grade; sixth-grade at 
an all black school; and sixth-, 
seventh- and eighth-grade science 
before she moved to Newfound- 
land in 1958. 

Kufahl's career as a teacho* was 
stable, but her location wasn't. 
When she married Marvin Ku- 
fahl, a Navy pilot, in 1956, she 
gave up the opportunity to plant 
her roots. 

"I liked the military life. I 
wish we had had more overseas 
duty," she said. "He always took 
great interest in my teaching and 
I had great interest in his avia- 
tion, of course." 

The Kufahls then transfered to 
New Jersey, where she taught for 
three years. 



In 1962, the couple was or- 
dered to Norfolk and Kufidil's in- 
terest in library science blos- 
somed. 

Kufahl was first introduced to 
the library aspect of teaching in 
the 1950s by accident She was 
teaching science and found that 
.she needed another 15 credit 
hours. The school's librarian in- 
formed Kufahl of a library science 
class that eventually led to her 
receiving her library science cer- 
tificate. 

"I was crazy about it I loved 
it!" ^ said. 

Kufahl's first librarian position 
was at Poplar Hall Elementary 
School in Norfolk. She was then 
chosen to be the fu^t libranan at 
Norfolk's Camp Allen Elemen- 
tary School. 

"While I was there I received 
two special grants for projects 
that I wrote," she said. 

The grants paid for the use of 
visual aids to help children with 
reading problems how to learn 
science and social studies.

In 1972, Kufahl resigned from 
the Norfolk library system and 
applied to the Virginia Beach 
system. She became the first li- 
brarian at College Park Elemen- 
tary School and worked there un- 
til her husband became ill in 
1978. 

Because she lived in Seabreeze 
Farms in the Little Neck area, 
Kufahl thought it would be more 
practical to teach at a closer 
school. So, she was hired at 
Kingston Elementary School that 
same year. 

"I teach children library skills, 
[ provide books for them to go 
Uong with the new curriculum, I 
purchase books and collect over- 
lue ones and 1 teach the love of 
• eading, really," said Kufahl. 

Although she misses class- 
room teaching, Kufahl said she 
enjoys the library better because 



she is able to be with all of the 
school's children, not just one 
grade. She also enjoys introduc- 
ing them to new books and 
videos. 

"I like to feel that I'm giving 
them something diey can use the 
rest of their life - the skill of us- 
ing a library," she said. 

Kufahl's library expertise re- 
flects in the various cxganizations 
to which she belongs. She is a 
member of the Virginia Educa- 
tion Media Association; the Vir- 
ginia Beach Lilvary Association; 
the National Education Associa- 
tion; the Virginia Education As- 
sociation; the Virginia Beach Ed- 
ucation Association; the Virginia 
Beach Reading Association; she 
serves on the board of directed 
for the Hampton Roads squadron 
of the Association of Naval 
Aviation; and is an honorary 
member of die Silver Eagles As- 
sociation. 

' The latter two memberships 
show that Kufahl has not given 
up her passion for flying. 

Her interest in flying began as 
a child and by the time she was 
16, she was taking lessons; until, 
that is, the instructor found out 
that she was a minor. Her father 



refused 'to let her take lessons 
again. 

"I learned a whole new 
vocabulary at the dinna table that 
night!" she said. 

Kufahl became a stewardess to 
have the opportunity to fly over- 
seas and visit places she other- 
wise couldn't afford to see. 

"I liked my passengers and 
mainly seeing new places and 
new things," she said. 

Kufahl still enjoys traveling, 
meeting people and attending 
Navy reunions and college foot- 
ball games. She received her 
masta''s degree from Old Domin- 
ion University in 1968 in science 
and education. 

"I was one of the first graduat- 
ing students to graduate from die 
school of education from ODU," 
she said. 

Kufahl said she plans to stay at 
Kingston until she retires. She 
turns 65 this year. 

"After 40-something years, it's 
part of you," she said. "I've en- 
joyed everything I've done. I like 
being with the children. Every 
day is different I just diank the 
good Lord that I'm able to be 
thwe everv dav."

How much acid rain falls in Vir- 
ginia Beach? Twenty-five Princess 
Anne Junior High science students 
measured the rainfall in Virginia 
Beach for six weeks in October and 
November to try to answer that 
question. 

The students and Uieir teacher, 
James Loeffler, were participating 
in BARK 90, an effort by more 
than 100,000 Canadian and Ameri- 
can students to gather information 
about the acid rain polluting both 
countries. 

BARK 90 stands for Backyard 
Acid Rain Kit 1990. The project is 
sponsored by Public Focus, an en- 
vironmental protection organization 
based in Toronto. Ontario. The 
BARK 90 program is aimed at edu- 
cating a new generation about acid 
rain and how it affects their lives. 

The Princess Anne Junior High 
students represented the southern- 



most group among 16 U.S. states 
to participate. The Virginia Beach 
students were "twinned" with the G. 
Shaw Pentecostal Collegiate 
School in Chapel Island. New- 
foundland, one of the northernmost 
measuring sites. The two schools 
transmitted information about their 
scientific measurements to each 
odier. as well as information about 
their communities. 

Each school day diat it rained, 
the Princess Anne Junior students 

measured the amount and pH (acid) 
content of the rainfall and logged 
the information. 

At the end of the recording pe- 
riod, the students reported their 
findings to BARK 90 program 
headquarters. The results will be 
tabulated, and participants will re- 
ceive a computer map of the results 
in January.

School Board member Ulysses 
Van Spiva agreed that the anony- 
mous letters don't carry much 
weight. 

"I'd be surprised (if those alle- 
gations are true).

Although we may have our 
differences, I don't believe a profes- 
sional would do those things," he 
said. "I have a feeling that is all 
sounds too far out to be true." 

Jamie Chapman, the Virginia

UNISERV director, said that the 
tetters were probably circulated for a 
combination of personal and 
professional reasons.

The School Board has, since the 
beginning of the school year, heard 
much criticism of the present 
school administration, the superin- 
tendent, and our current curriculum 
initiative. 

To date, the School Board has 
been silent about these criticisms, 
preferring to rely upon the 
administration to resolve them. 
These criticisms have included 
complaints about the curriculum 
initiative itself, the board's dimin- 
ished reliance upon tracking by 
ability groups, the lack of materials 
necessary to teach the curriculum, 
problems relating to scope and se- 
quence, that the curriculum is too 
difficult to administer in large class 
sizes, the evaluation instrument for 
teachers and principals, and exces- 
sive intimidation by the 
administration to implement this 
initiative. These criticisms, and the 
publicity surrounding them, have 
threatened die commitment to ex- 
cellence and esprit des corps for 
which this school division is na- 
tion^ly famous. 

The board is now satisfied that 
the division superintendent and his 
administration have begun and will 
continue lo take those steps neces- 
sary to restore the credibility of this 
initiative. 

The public should understand tins 
if luHhing else. The btard believes 
in the care of knowkdge establish«i 
by this initiative. We belkve in the 
instructional strategies. We believe 
in the division's diminishwl reUwKC 
upon tracking by ability groufwig.

Chapman made it clear Uiat Uie 
VBEA has taken no position on the 
allegations. He added, though, Uiat 
whoever wrote Uie letters should 
comeforward. 

Chapman also said that Uie 
VBEA has not gone on record as 
saying Uiat Uiere should be an in- 
vestigation of the letters.

"It must have been that the 
School Board felt it was a personal 
vendetta raUier Uian serious profes- 
sional concerns about how he 
would run Uie School Board," he 
added 

Bowyer was appointed superin- 
tendent in 1989, just days after 
former superintendent James 
Melvin resigned. The Citizen Ac- 
tion Group also questioned die 
"succession of superintendents wiUi 
personal and intellectual qualifica- 
tions inconsistent wiUi Uie needs of 
the school system." 

According to Chapman, wiUi 11 
different members on Uie School 
Board, Uiere were im)bably 1 1 dif- 
ferent reasons for appointing 
Bowyer. 

"The notion Uiat it takes quite a 
bit of time to go wiUi a national 
search is one reason," he said. 
"They Uiought they should take a 
person in Uie number two spot and

Fahey said Bowyer was appoinlcd 
because he knows die system very 
well. Bowyer has almost three 
decades of experience in education 
and has held many top posts. Fahey 

said. 

"We had two resignations in a 
row. The division needed someone 
Uiat had a good, solid knowledge of 
our system," he said. "I've seen 
outstanding leadership characteris- 
tics in Mr. Bowyer." 

Spiva said Uiat Uie majority of 
Uie School Board members, at Uie 
time of Melvin's resignation, felt 
Uiat Uie new superintendent should 
come from inside Uie school sys- 
tem. Bowyer was next in line, he 
said. 

Spiva was one of the Schod 
Board members who cast a dis- 
senting vote against BowyCT. 

"I felt Uie board should have done 

a search," he said. 

Spiva said Uiat Uie process of 
appointing BowyCT was wrong. He 
said he doubts Uiat Bowyer's back- 
round was checked, either. "The 
board members who were pushing 
for him said - "here he is, let's i^ 
point him" - according to Spiva. 

Other candidates should have 
been given a chance, he said, but, 
"once the board makes a decision, 
we're all locked in even if I don't 
agree." 

Regardless of any letters or ac- 
cusations. Chapman said, Bowy»'s 
position wasn't poisoned. VBEA 
suppcMled BowyCT when he was first 
appointed, but after a VBEA teacher 
survey was conducted in May, 
VBEA found that Uie superintendent 
wasn't well liked by die teachers. 
AnoUier survey w^ condvKte^ in^ 
October and Uie perceht^e pL 
teachers who liked BowyCT declined 
once again. 

"Our number one charge is to do 
everything we can to help our 
members to do Uieir jobs Uie best 
they can." Chapman said. "If die 
teachers are not happy, VBEA is 
not h^py." 

Chapman said Uiat Uie data will 
speak for itself and Uiat VBEA has 

not taken a stand for or against Uic 
superintendent. 

Teachers arc unhappy because of 
the new curriculum, implemented 
by Bowyer and die School Board. 
According to Chapman, the 
curriculum "wasn't ready to go." 
Neither were the materials, the 
training or the guides; diey 
shouldn't have been released in die 
condition Uiat Uiey were in, he said. 

The School Board is in die pro- 
cess of making changes to die new 
curriculum in an effort to alleviate 
Uie teachers' workload. Chapman 
said Uiat by April, May or June of 
1991, Uie School Board should be 
able to assess the implementation 
of die curriculum and evaluate die 
curriculum guides. 

By die end of Uie school year it 
will be apparent wheUier Bowyer 
has even tried to make any changes. 
Chapman said. 

He said Uiat Uie VBEA will take 
another teacher survey in March, 
which may prove to be either a 
"progress report" for Bowyer or a 
"final report card." 

"Should we let him go w shouM 
we let him try and get it all to- 
gcUicr?" Chapman said. 

That question still remains 
unanswered.

commanding him to do something he would refuse to do, and the court 
knew he would refuse to do. 

The second case was Dred Scott v. Sandford, 1857. By declaring the 
Missouri Compromise unconstitutional, the court brought on the Civil 
War and, subsequently, the 14th amendment which, in its first sen-, 
tence, reversed the Dred Scott decision. 

The third case was Hepburn v. Griswold, 1870. The court, by a vote 
of four to three, declared the legal tender act unconstitutional. Where- 
upon, the president was authorized by the Congress to appoint two 
additional justices, and the case was reheard. By a vote of five to 
four, Hepburn v. Griswold was reversed. 

The fourth case (or fourth case of any significance) was Pollock v. 
Farmers Loan and Trust Co., 1870. The court declared an income tax 
unconstitutional. The result: a constitutional amendment allowing 
Congress to "lay and collect taxes on incomes, from whatever source 
derived, etc." 

Next, came a handful of early 20th century cases in which the court 
struck down a variety of laws regulating business enterprise. The re- 
sult: F.D. Roosevelt, having just been reelected by an overwhelming 
majority, threatened to "pack" the court by appointing six additional 
justices to it Result: the court reversed itsplf, 

These examples suggest that the court cannot prevail over the op- 
position of a determined legislative majority - a determined national 
legislative majority. And it would be foolish to expect it to prevail 
over such a majority on depriving a minority of its rights. 

But the American republic is a federal republic, made up of states 
governed (when they are governed democratically) by their own ma- 
jorities. In recent years especially, these state and local majorities 
have proved no match for the Supreme Court. Hundreds of state and 
local laws have been declared unconstitutional, the first one way back 
in 1810 (Fletcher v. Peck). That decision touched off a nasty political 
dispute, but ultimately, the court prevailed. 

The court almost always prevails because, in its struggles with the 
states, it can command a physical force. The president is under a 
constitutional obligation to see to it that the laws are faithfully 
executed, and as Chief Justice John Marshall said, "It is emphatically 
the province and duty of the judicial department to say what the law 
is." 

Thus, while a city may defy a court order to desegregate its schools, 
and may succeed in getting the governor of the state to call out the 
state militia, the court can call on the president of the United States 
who, in turn, can send in the 82nd Airborne Division, and that proves 
to be no contest. 

Local majorities, even when armed, cannot win that sort of battle. 
Indeed, as we learned in the public school desegregation cases, even a 
united regional majority cannot, finally, prevail, not when the court so 
obviously has right, as well as might, on its side. 

Beginning in 1925, in the case of Gitlow v. New York, the court 
began the process of "incorporating" the provisions of the Bill of 
Rights into the 14th Amendment, which had the effect of making pro- 
visions applicable to the states. Thus, the First Amendment in effect 
now reads, "neither Congress nor the states shall make any law re- 
specting the establishment of religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press . . ."

I do not think the Union would be imperiled if we 
could not make that declaration as to the laws of die several state.*: "

Residents of the Sun Belt de- 
light in taking tile outdoors. 
For example, a 44-year-old 
swimming pool in Northern 
California recently underwent a 
major renovation to update it 
mechanically and cosmetically. 
The old deck and pool coping 
were removed. The pool was 
then emptied, sandblasted to

Working closely with 
the pool plastering contractor, a 
dark green-blue color of plaster 
was selected to blend with the 
entire project and for its solar 
gain properties. 

Twenty different colors were 
chosen with each individual 
glaze color offering shade varia- 



tions. The colors were selected' 
because they are indigenous to 
nature's tropical waters and they 
complement the pool's sur- 
rounding natural environment.

Windows are the second largest 
cause of heat loss in the home. 
The average home has 12 win- 
dows and these windows can 
contribute significantly to heat 
loss or gain. This direct rela- 
tionship is reflected on your 
utility bill each month. Glass is 
an excellent heat conductor, 
while being a poor insulator. 
Therefore, the key to year 'round 
energy efficient window decor is 
balancing personal decorating 
requirements with sun, view and 
the patterns of nature. 

When selecting Venetian 
blinds and window treatments, 
several factors should be consid- 
ered: solar reflectivity, closure, 
insulation qualities, how the 
blind will fit the window and air 
circulation within the room. 

A variety of tests done on 
Venetian blinds over the past few 
years by independent testing 
laboratories, for major window 
treatment manufacturers, show 
that blinds tend to cut between 
20 percent and 70 percent of ra- 
diated heat gain. A light metal- 
pjic color reflective surfaee used, 
on the window has also been 



shown to be advantagous to solar 
reflectivity. Ordinary micro and 
miniblinds, when closed, will 
help reduce energy loss in winter 
and unnecessary heat gain 
through glass in siutlmer. They 
also provide no "light-leak" 
when closed, so therefore offer a 
continuous insulating barrier 
year-round. 

Installation which allows the 
least amount of space between 
the blind and the window is best. 
The blinds should fit snugly 
within the window frame to con- 
tribute to its efficiency. When 
used with draperies, valances, 
lambrequins and other decorative 
fabric top treatments, energy ef- 
ficiency is increased. 

Although the sun's light and 
heat should be obstructed on 
some window, it is a good 
practice to leave some operable 
windows unobstructed to vent 
any excess heat and ot collect 
cooling breezes. For example, 
the afternoon sun is pouring in 
through the western exposure, 
and there are also windows on 
the northerivi^or southem expo- 
sures in a room. Blinds on the

capped students. Because of the mand^e to provide students with the 
least restrictive educational environment available to them, the num- 
ber of childroi who have special medical needs arc increasing in the 
regular classroom. School nurses are the ones who arc respOTsible for 
administoing to students who require the evacuation of body fluids by 
catherization or suction, dressing changes and tube-feeding. The list 
of required arvices is long, but the school nurse is the highly traii^ 
professional who is well able to deal with these situations and leave 
the classroom teacher free to do what he or she does best - tea;h. In 
his speech to the School B<»rd during its budget hearing, G»y Blum- 
stein, VBEA past president, stated th« school nurses provide a valued 
service to the school division.
